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Section 1. == General Review 


According to the annual survey conducted by the Merchandising and 
services Section of the Bureau of Statistics, receipts of 602 power laundries, clecy* 
ing and dyeing plants in 1945 amounted to $44,081,170, 6.4 per cent above the receipts 
of $41,445,857 reported by 626 establishments in the year 1944. 


For the purposes of this report, establishments have been classified 
as laundries or dry cleaners on the basis of the value of work performed. Establish- 
ments in which more than 50 per cent of the receipts are from laundry work are class- 
ified as laundries; when receipts from dry cleaning or dyeing form more than 50 per 
cent of the total, the establishment is classified in that group. Firms whose main 
function consisted of laundry work accounted for £17 of the 602 plants included in 
this survey, while the remaining 585 establishments were primarily cleaners and dyers. 
In addition, reports were received from distributors and establishments specializing 
in the rental of towels, coats, overalls, etc., but having no facilities for washing, 
cleaning,.or dyeing on the premises. Statistics for these types are presented sep~ 
arately in Tables 52 and 345 of this report. Of the total 1945 receipts of all 
laundry and dry cleaning and dyeing plants, amounting to $44,081,170, laundry work 
accounted for $19,409,414 or 44.0 per cent; cleaning and dyeing, $21,463,816 or 48.7 
per cent; coat and towel supply, $1,857,579 or 4.€ per cent; and all other receipts, 
$1,350,361 or 3.1 per cent. 


Increases in the volume of business handled by power laundries, 
cleaners and dyers were reported for all provinces except Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia. Receipts for these two provinces combined amounted to $1,622,121, down 
4.4 per cent from the 1944 figure. The value of work performed by laundries, cleaners 
and dyers in the other provinces, with the percentage increases over 1944 shown in 
brackets, was as follows: Ontario, $17,123,188 (6.9); Quebec, $12,082,921 (8.0); 
British Columbia, $5,270,786 (&.8); Manitoba, $2,985,347 (5.4); Alberta, $2,475,467 
(1.2): Saskatchewan, $1,335,564 (5.6); and New Brunswick, $1,187,776 (4.8). 


The 602 power laundries, cleaning and dyeing plants provided employ 
ment for 21,379 employees who received salaries and wages amounting to $22 499,459 
during the year 1945. In addition, there were £96 proprietors who withdrew $686 , 274 
in salaries from their businesses and 254 proprietors who did not receive a regular 
Salary. 


Total capital employed in power laundries and cleaning and dyeing 
plants amounted to $31,070,696. Cost of materials and supplies used in the operation 
of the plants was $4,668,779, while the cost value at the plant of fuel and electri- 
city consumed during the year was $2,190,678, only slightly higher than the 1944 
value. > Among the individual fuel items, the increase in the use of fuel or diesel 
oil is notable. 


There were 1,983 delivery units operated by 602 power laundries, 
Cleaners and dyers in 1945 as compared with 2,050 vehicles operated by 626 establish- 
ments in the previous year. The cost of operating these delivery units including 
salaries and wages paid to salesmen and routemen, however, inereased from $4,888,262 
in 1944 to $5,198,962 in 1945, or when expressed on an average-per-unit basis, from 
$2,385 to $2,623.

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Section £2. ~~ Power Laundries in Canada, 1945 


Reports were received from 217 power laundries operating in Canada ~ 
in 1945, a decrease of 10 from the number reporting in 1944. Gross receipts for 1945 
amounted to $25,465,096, however, showing an increase of 4 per cent over the 1944 
figure of $24,559,144. Average receipts per plant rose from $108,190 to $117,541. 


Separate figures by provinces indicate that British Columbia, Quebec 
and Ontario had the greatest increases in volume of business over 1944, receipts 
being up 9.8, 5.2 and 3.0 per cent respectively. Lesser gains of 1.8 and 1.5 per cent 
were reported for Manitoba and New Brunswick. Receipts in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
dropped 1.4 and 1.4 per cent, while a more marked decrease of & per cent was expe- 
rienced in Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia combined. 


A breakdown of the total receipts of power laundries according to type 
of work performed shows that finished laundry formed 42 per cent of the total. Un=: 
finished laundry accounted for 19 per cent and this was made up of wet wash, 7 per 
cent; damp flat, 5 per cent; and semi-finished, 7 per cent. Wholesale laundry which 
includes washing done for other establishments (i.e. linen supply houses, institu- 
tions, etc.) amounted to 15.1 per cent of the total receipts. The proportions of 
other services reported were cleaning suits and dresses, 16.0 per cent and coat and 
towel supply, 7.3 per cent. Cleaning and store of furs, dyeing and other work 
accounted for the remaining 1.8 per cent. 


Salaried employees in power laundries numbered 2,652 in 1945, an 
increase of 7 per cent over 1944 while wage-earners decreased from 8,417 to 8,204 
between the two years as 4 result of a drop of 215 in the number of female wage- 
earners. Total salaries and wages for the year amounted to $13,651,511, an increase 
of 6.8 per cent over 1944. Male wage~earners worked an average of 48 hours per week 
while the average number of working hours per week for female employees was 44. 
Average weekly earnings for full-time wage-earners were $24.66 for men and $16.04 
for women. Part-time male wage~earners received, on an average, $10.96 per week, 
while female part-time workers received $9.43 per week. In addition to these 13,232 
employees, there were 175 proprietors actively engaged in operating their own 
businesses. Of these, 97 male and 11 female reported that they received regular 
stated salaries which totalled $248,886. Another 51 male and 16 female did not 
withdraw a regular salary. 


Both the number and estimated present value of delivery units 
opsrated by power laundries showed a decrease from 1944. There were 1,199 vehicles 
in operation in 1945 with an estimated present value of $629 per unit. Ope rating 
costs of these units, including salaries and wages of salesmen and routemen, amounted 
to 15.5 per cent of receipts, or an average of $2,857 per unit. a 


Tie percentages to total gross receipts of other operating costs 
for which figures are available, with comparable figures for 1944 in brackets, are 
as follows: wages, not including proprietors' salaries or wages paid to routemen, 


44.6 per cent (43.5); fuel and electricity, 5.7 per cent (5.8); and materials and 
Supplies, 10.7 per cent (1U.}). 


When classified according to value of work performed, the largest 
number of plants fell in the $100,000 - $199,999 class where 55 plants had receipts 
of $7,914,029 or 31.1 per cent of the total. Thirteen plants with annual receipts 
of $300,000 and over accounted for 28 per cent of the total volume of business.

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section 3, F- Cleaning and Dyeing Establishments in Canada, 1945. 


Statistics given in this report for cleaning and dyeing establish- 
ments are based on returns of power plants engaged in the Cleaning of unwashable 
fabrics through the use of solvents other than water. Firms who do not have the 
eo facilities for cleaning or dyeing on the premises but who act as middle 

en between consumer and plant are, for the purposes of this survey, considered as 
"distributors". Data received from distributors are not included in the regular 
tables for dry cleaning and dyeing plants which follow, but statistics for these 


firms are given in Table 32 of this bulletin.

_ There were 385 cleaning and dyeing plants reporting to the survey 
— 1945 and these had gross receipts for the year of $18,618,074. This was an in- 
rease in receipts of 10 per cent over the amount reported by 399 plants for 1944, 
nereases were recorded in all sections of the country. Receipts in New Brunswick 
nd Quebec were up 13 per cent; in Saskatchewan, 1& per cent; in Ontario, 11 per cent; 
nd in Manitoba, 9 per cent. Lesser gains of 6, 5 and 1 per cent were experienced. in 
berta, British Columbia, and Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia combined, 


Receipts from cleaning of suits and dresses constituted 72 per cent 
f the total volume of business of the 385 establishments in this class... Cleaning 
f curtains, carpets, etc., accounted for 6 per cent of total receipts and dyeing 
or another 6 per cent. Industrial and wholesale Cleaning and cleaning and storing 
urs made up another 6 per cent. Laundry work accounted for only 3.5 per cent, while 
he remaining 6 per cent was from other services such as repairs. 


There were £,014 salaried employees and 6,133 wage~-earners employed 
nh cleaning and dyeing plants during 1945 and these received $8,847,948 in salaries 
nd wages. Full-time male wage-earners received average weekly earnings of $26.73 
or a 47 hour week, while female wage-earners on a full-time basis received $16.01 
verage weekly earnings for a 44 hour week. In addition to the salaried employees 
nd wage-earners, there were 375 proprietors actively engaged in the operation of 
heir businesses. Of these 172 malé and 16 female received regular salaries amounting 
50 $457,588 while 160 male and £7 female did not receive a stated salary but shared 
n the profits of the enterprise.

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“POWER LAUNDRIES, CLEANING AND DYEING ESTABLISHNWENTS, CANADA, 1946 


Section I - All Plants Combined 


Receipts of 690 power laundries, cleaning and dyeing plants 
in 1946 amounted to $51,148,159, 16% higher than receipts reported by 
60z establishments in the year 1945. 


For the purposes of this report, establishments have been 
Classified as laundries or dry cleaners on the basis of the value of 
work performed. Establishments in which more than 50% of the receipts 
are from laundry work are classified as laundries; when receipts from 
dry cleaning or dyeing form more than 50% of the total, the establish- 
ment has been classified in that group. Establishments in which the 
major portion of the work performed was laundry accounted for 256 of 
the 690 plants included in the survey while the remaining 452 were 
primarily dry cleaners and dyers. 


Reports were also received from distributors and establish- 
ments specializing in the rental of linens, i.e. coats, towels, over- 
alls, etc. Some of these firms do their own ironing, pressing or 
packaging, but they have no facilities for washing, cleaning or dyeing 
on their premises. Statistics for these types are presented separately 
in Tables 54 and 55 of this report. 


Of the total receipts of $51,146,159, laundry work accounted 
for 42%; dry cleaning and dyeing, 52%; coat and towel rentals, 4%; and 
all other work, 2%. 


The volume of business done by laundry, dry cleaning and 
dyeing establishments was higher in 1946 than in 1945 in all provinces. 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia registered the largest increases at 
21% and 20% respectively. Percentage increases in the other regions 
were as follows: Ontario, 18%; Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia 
combined, 16%; Manitoba, 14%; Quebec, 15%; Alberta, 15%; and New 
Brunswick, 6%. 


Power luundries, dry cleaning and dyeing plants employed an 
average of £3,554 persons during 1946 and paid out $26,260,679 in sal- 
aries and wages. In addition, 583 proprietors were actively engaged 
in operating their businesses. Of these, ¢8l indicated that they with- 
drew no regular amount or salary from the business. The remaining 502 
reported salaries amounting to $653,665. 


Total cost of fuel used by laundries, cleaners and dyers in 
1946 was $1,922,035, of which almost two thirds, or $1,245,874 was ex- 
pended by laundries and the remaining third, or $676,161, by dry 
cleaners and dyers. An outstanding feature of the comparison of fuel 
used in 1945 and 1946 is the striking increase in the amounts of fuel 
oil used. Bituminous coal, however, continued to be the fuel most in 
use. Electricity costs during the year amounted to $536,583, an in= 
crease of 16% over the $462,414 reported for 1945.

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Section II - Power Laundries 
Reports were received from <6& power laundries in Canada in 
1946 and these reported gross receipts of $£7,427,£19, 8% above the 
$25 5465,096 reported by <17 launaries in 1945. Average receipts per 
plant decreased from $117,541 in 1945 to $115,240 in 1946. 


Separate figures by provinces indicate that British Columbia 
had the greatest increase in volume of business over 1945 at 19%. With 
the exception of the Maritime Provinces, the increases in the other 
provinces ranged between 5.9% ana 6.6%. Receipts in Prince Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia combined were 2% above those for 1945. Due to 
the fact that two establishments in New Brunswick were transferred from 
the laundry to the cleaners' classification in 1946, figures for that 
province are not comparable with those for 1945. 


& breakdown of the total receipts of power laundries according 
to type of work performed shows that finished laundry formed 41% of the 
total. Unfinished laundry accounted for £0% of the receipts and this 
was made up of wet wash, &.2%; damp flat, 3.4%; and semi-finished, 
&.£%. Wholesale and industrial laundry amounted to 15% of the total 
receipts. Cleaning suits and dresses accounted for 16% of the volume 
while rentals of coats and towels amounted to 7%. The remaining 5% 
was received for cleaning and storage of furs, dyeing and all other 
work « 


Power laundries provided employment in 1946 for a total of 
15,674 persons who received $14,647,666 in salaries and wages. Sal- 
eried employees numbered <,659, a slight drop from the 1945 number of 
£,652, but Salaries of this group increased 5% from $4,186,151 in 1945 
to $4,407,837 in the later year. The average salary per employee for 
salaried employees went up from $1,578 to $1,670 per year. wWage-earn- 
ers, those employed on an hourly or piece basis, numbered 11,0655 in 
1946, an increase of 4% over the 10,580 wage-earners reported in 1945. 
Wages of this class amounted to $10,259,851, 8% above the 1945 figure 
of $9,465,560. Average wages per employee increased between the two 
years from $695 to $928 per year. The average number of hours worked 
per week in 1946 was 47 for tiale wage-earners and 45 for female wage- 
earners compared with 46 and 44 in 1945. 


In addition to these employees, there were 157 proprietors 
actively engaged in operating their own businesses. Of these, 74 male 
and 7 female reported that they received regular stated salaries which 
totalled $19%,254. The remaining 76, of which 60 were male and 16 fe- 
tlale, dia not withdraw a regular amount from the business. 


The present value of delivery equipment used by laundries as 
well as the costs of operating such delivery equipment in relation to 
receipts was only slightly greater in 1946 than in 1945. There were 
1,256 units in operation in the later year and the cost of operating 
these including salaries and wages of routemen, route nanagers and 
salesmen averaged $5,01z per unit or 15.8% of total receipts. This 
compares with 1,199 units in operation in 1945 at a cost of $e 857 
per unit or 15.5% of receipts. 


Operating costs for certain selected items are shown in Table 
13. Collection ana delivery costs amounted to 14% of total receipts, 
while salaries and wages, apart from the amounts paid to employees 
engaged in collection and delivery, amounted to 44% of gross receipts. 
Fuel and electricity used by laundries cost $1,534,660, or 6% of 
receipts, while the cost of materials and supplies for wash-room or 
plant was 11% of gross receipts. 


Table 10, classifying power laundries according to volume of 
business, reveals that the 55 laundries with annual receipts of 
$200,000 or over handled almost 50% of the business done by all laun- 
dries. Another group of 1CC laundries with annual receipts falling 
between $50,00C and $<0C,000 accounted for just over 40% of the total 
volume of business. The remaining 10% of the business was aone by 
_105 laundries in which the value of work performed during the year was 
less than $50,0CC. :

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section IIT - Cleaning and Dyeing Plants in Canada, 1946 


Statistics given in this report for cleaning and dyeing plants 
are based on returns of power plants engaged in the cleaning of unwash- 
able fabrics through the use of solvents other than water. Firms who 
do not have the necessary facilities for cleaning or dyeing on the pre- 
mises but who act as middle men between consumer and plant are, for the 
purposes of this survey, considered as "distributors". Data received 
from distributors are not included in the regular tables for dry clean- 
ing and dyeing plants which follow, but statistics for these firms are 
given in Table 54 of this bulletin. 


The 45¢ cleaning and dyeing plants included in the 1946 survey 
had gross receipts for the year of $23,720,940. This was an increase 
in volume of business of 27% over the amount of $18,618,074 reported 
by 385 plants for the year 1945. 


Receipts in all provinces were substantially higher than in 
1945. Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia combined, Saskatchewan and 
Ontario recorded the greatest increases with gains of 56%, 34% and 350% 
respectively. Dry cleaners’ and dyers’ receipts in British Columbia 
were £6% above 1945, while in Alberta, Manitoba and Quebec, gains of 
25%, 21% and 19% respectively were reported. AS was the case in the 
laundry tabulations, 1946 figures for New Brunswick are not comparable 
with those for 1945 due to a change in classification of two firms. 


Dry cleaners tend to be more specialized in the type of work 
performed than do laundries. Of the total value of work performed by 
these establishments, &4% was for dry cleaning. This was distributed 
as follows: suits and dresses, 70%; curtains, carpets, etc. 6%; clean- 
ing and storing furs, 2%; and industrial and wholesale cleaning, 6%. 
Dyeing accounted for 7% of the gross receipts of these establishments; 
laundry, 4%; and all other services, 5%. 


There were 9,&€0O persons employed in dry cleaning and dyeing 
establishments in 1946 and these received $11,613,011 in salaries and 
wages. In addition, £21 proprietors actively engaged in the operation 
of their businesses withdrew salaries totalling $461,451, while another 
£05 working proprietors did not receive a stated salary for their ser- 
vices. 


Salaried employees numbered £2,761 and received $5,642,080 or 
an average of $1,302 per person. This is an increase of 58% in number 
of employees and 47% in salaries ana wages over the 1945 figures, with 
an increase in average yearly salury per person of $78. Wage-earners, 
employed on an hourly or piece work basis, numbered 7,099 in 1946 and 
were paid wages amouting to $7,990,951. This is an average wage per 
employee of $1,126 which compares with $1,041 reported for 1945. 


Average number of hours worked per week in dry cleaning and 
dyeing establishments was 46 for male wage~earners and 45 for female 
wage7earners. Comparable figures for 1945 were 47 for male and 44 for 
female wage-eurners. i 


Cleaning and dyeing plants in 1946 utilized 95¢ delivery units 
which had an estimated present value of $602 per unit. Expenses in 
connection with the operation of this equipment totalled $2,269,615, 
10% of total receipts or en average of $2,456 per unit, of which $1,56é 
was salaries and wages paid to routemen, route managers and salesmen. 


The percentages to gross receipts for other operating expense 
items for which figures are available are as follows: salaries and 
wages excluding those paid for collection and delivery, 44%; fuel and 
electricity, 4%; materials and supplies used in dry cleaning and 
dyeing, 11%. 


The average volume of business handled by dry cleaning plants 
is considerably smaller then the average volume reported by laundries. 
The former had an average value of work performed per plant of $52,480 
while the average for laundries was $115,240. Classified by size of 
business, there were only 1& cleaners and dyers with annual receipts 
of over $£00,00C and these did 33% cf the total business. Another 9 
plants had receipts between $50,000 and $£00,C00 and accounted for 55% 
of the total receipts. The other 342 plants each had a volume for the 
year of less than $50,000 and this group handled the remaining 52% of 
the total business. A further breakdown is given of this latter group

Receipts of the 774 power laundries, dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants reporting to the Bureau for the year 1947 amounted to $59,043,678, 
a gain of 15% over the $51,148,159 reported for the year 1946 by 690 
plants» 


For the purposes of this report, establishments have been 
Classified as laundries or dry cleaners on the basis of the value of 
work performed. Establishments in which more than 50% of the receipts 
are from laundry work are classified as laundries; when receipts from 
dry cleaning or dyeing form more than 50% of the total, the establish- 
ment has been classified in that Sroupe Hstablishments in which the 
major portion of the work performed was laundry accounted for 244 of 
the 774 plants included in the survey while the remaining 5350 plants 
were primarily dry cleaners and dyers. 


Reports were also received from distributors and establish= 
ments specializing in the rental of linens, ic@€. coats, towels, over- 
alls, etc. Some of these firms do their own ironing, pressing or 
packaging, but they have no facilities for washing, cleaning or dyeing 
on their premises, Statistics for these types are presented separately 
in Tables 26 and 27 of this report. 


Of the total receipts of $59,043,678, laundry work accounted 
for 41%; dry Cleaning and dyeing, 51%; coat and towel rentals, 4%; and 
all other work, 4%. 


All provinces registered increases in volume of business 
handled in 1947 compared with 1946, although the gain in Prince Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia combined amounted to only 3%. Percentage in- 
creases in the other provinces were as follows: New Brunswick, 11%; 
Ontario, 14%; Saskatchewan, 15%; Manitoba, 15%; Alberta, 16%; Quebec, 
17%; and British Columbia, 2095, 


The average number of persons employed in power laundries, 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants in 1947 was 24,856, and these persons 
received $30,501,536 in salaries and wages. In addition, 741 pro- 
prietors or partners were actively engaged in the operation of their 
businesses. Of these, 405 indicated that they received no regular 
amount in salaries or withdrawals while the remaining 586 reported 
salaries amounting to $705,278. 


The cost of fuel used in power laundries, dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants in 1947 amounted to $2,257,425, an increase of 17% 
over the 1946 cost. Of this amount, about 60% or 1,344,581 was ex- 
pended by laundries and the remaining 40% or $912,842 by dry cleaning 
and dyeing establishments. KEKlectricity costs for laundries in 1947 
amounted to $302,512 while dry cleaners and dyers paid out $295,752 
making the total cost to the industry as a whole $598,264.

Reports were received from 244 power laundries in Canada 
for 1947 and these reported gross receipts of $50,459,393, 11% 
above the $27,427,219 reported by 2388 laundries in 1946. Average 
receipts per plant increased 8% from $115,240 in 1946 to $124,834 
in 1947. 


Separate figures by provinces indicate that laundries in 
Saskatchewan had the greatest increase in volume of business in 1947 
over 1946 at 17%. Gains in the other provinces ranged between 67 and 
15% with the exception of Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia com- 
bined where there was a decline in gross receipts of Tee 


A breakdown of the receipts of power laundries according 
to work performed shows that finished laundry formed 42% of the total. 
Unfinished laundry, i.e. wet wash, damp flat, and semi-finished, made 
up another 20%, and wholesale or industrial work accounted for VB%. 
Sixteen percent of the receipts of power laundries was derived from 
dry cleaning. An examination of separate figures by provinces reveals 
that the laundries in the western provinces had a higher proportion 
of receipts from dry cleaning than did those in Bastern Canada. Coat 
and towel rentals accounted for 7% of the volume of business while the 
remaining 2% was made up of cleaning and storage of furs, dyeing, and 
other work. 


Power laundries provided employment in 1947 for 135,950 
persons who received $16,357,072 in salaries and wages. Salaried 
employees numbered 2,856, an increase of 8% over the previous year, 
while salaries for this group increased 17%. The average salary per 
employee per year went up from $1,670 to $1,801 between the two years. 
Wage earners (those employed on an hourly or piece work basis) num- 
bered 11,094, an increase of only .05%- over 1946 and wages earned by 
this group amounted to $11,212,714, 10% above the corresponding fig- 
ure for 1946. The average wage per employee in 1947 was $1,021 com- 
pared with $928 in 1946. 


in addition to these employees, there were 172 proprietors 
or partners actively engaged in the operation of their businesses. 
Of these, 71 male and 6 female owners reported salaries of $166,425 
while 91 male and 4 female proprietors reported that they drew no 
reguiar amount from the business. 


Table 8 classifying power laundries according to volume of 
business reveals that 41 laundries with annual receipts of $200,000 
or over handled almost 55% of the business done by all laundries. 
Another group of 56 laundries with annual receipts falling between 
$100,000 and $200,000 accounted for 25% of the business, while plants 
whose annual volume was between $50,000 and €100 ,000 numbered 54 and 
did 13% of the total business. The remaining 7% of the gross receipts 
was obtained by 96 laundries in which the value of work performed 
during the year was less than $50,000, ,

Operating costs as percentages of total receipts for 
various sizes of business and by provinces are shown in Tables 10 
and 11. Separate figures are presented for incorporated and unin= 
corporated businesses. Total operating expenses (before income 
taxes) of incorporated companies amounted to 95.5% of gross receipts. 
This figure varied inversely as tho size of business. Firms in the 
less than $20,000 group recorded a loss on operations for the year; 
those in the $20,000 to $30,000 group showed expenses 97.6% of re= 
ceipts; those in the $50,000 to $50,000 group, 97.0%; while firms 
with annual receipts of $500,000 had operating expenses amounting to 
92.7% of gross receipts. 


Salaries and wages paid by incorporated companies amounted 
to 54.% of total receipts while other costs were as follows: fuel 
and electricity, 5.1%; materials and supplies, 11.7%; collection and 
delivery (except salaries and wages but including call or pick up 
office expenses), 4.6%; and all other expenses such as occupancy costs, 
administration, advertising, etc., 17%. 


Operating expenses of unincorporated companies, before 
allowance for proprietors! services or’ income taxes, amounted to 
89.0% of gross receipts, but here the percentage varied directly as 
the volume of business. The smallest businesses, those doing less 
than $10,000 per year, had the lowest expense ratio at 71.2% of 
sales. Operating expenses of the $10,000 to $20,000 group amounted 
to 81.8% and of the $20,000 to $30,000 group, 87.1%, while the 
group of unincorporated firms with annual receipts of $100,000 to 
$200,000 reported operating expenses amounting to 89.4% of receipts. 


Unincorporated businesses paid salaries and wages to employees 
(not including proprietors) amounting to 49.3% but this percentage 
also varied directly as the volume of business. Fuel and electricity 
costs were 6.5% of receipts, materials and supplies, 11.7% and collec- 
tion and delivery (except salaries and wages but including call office 
expenses), 5.2%. The remaining 16.3% was made up of all other expenses 
Such as occupancy costs, administration, advertising, etc.

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Section III = Dry Cleaning and Dyeing Plants 


Statistics given in this report for cleaning and dyeing plants 
are based on returns of power plants engaged in the cleaning of unwashable 
fabrics through the use of solvents other than water. Firms who do not 
have the necessary facilities for cleaning or dyeing on the premises but who 
act as middle men between consumer and plant are, for the purposes of this 
survey, considered as "distributors". Data received from distributors are 
not included in the regular tables for dry cleaning and dyeing plants which 
follow, but statistics for these firms are given in Table 26 of this bulletin. 


The 5350 cleaning and dyeing plants included in the 1947 survey 
had gross receipts for the year of $28,584,285, This was an increase in 
volume of business of 21% over the amount of $23,720,940 reported by 452. 
plants for the year 1946, 


Receipts in all provinces were substantially higher than in 
1946. The greatest percentage increase was registered in British Columbia 
where receipts increased 35% while in Alberta, Quebec and Ontario, gains 
of 24%, 22% and 20% respectively were reported. Receipts in Manitoba were 
up 17%, in Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island combined, 14%, while 
Saskatchewan and New Brunswick cleaners both reported gains of 138%, 


Dry cleaners tend to be more specialized in the type of work 
performed than do laundries. Of the total value of work performed by 
these establishments, 83% was dry cleaning. This was distributed as 
follows: suits and dresses, 71%3 curtains, carpets, etc., 5%; cleaning 
furs, 1%; and industrial and wholesale cleaning, 6%. Dyeing accounted 
for 5% of the gross receipts of these establishments; laundry, 6% 3 
storage, 2%3 and all other services, 4%. 


There were 10,906 persons employed in dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants in 1947 and these received $14,144,464 in salaries and wages. In 
addition, 259 proprietors actively engaged in the operation of their 
businesses withdrew salaries totalling $556,853, while another 310 work- 
ing proprietors did not receive a stated salary for their services. 


Salaried employees numbered 2,858 and received $4,497,541 or 
an average of $1,585 per person. This is an increase of 2% in number of 
employees and 24% in salaries over the 1946 figures, with an increase in 
average yearly salary per person of $283. Wage~earners, employed on an 
hourly or piece work basis, numbered 8,068 and were paid wages amounting 
to $9,646,923. This is an average wage per employee of $1,196 which 
compares with $1,126 reported for 1946. 


The average volume of business handled by dry cleaning plants 
is considerably smaller than the average volume reported by laundries. 
The former had an average value of work performed per plant of $53,933 
while the average for laundries was $124,834. Classified by size of 


Se oe 


business, there were 59 of the 550 cleaners and dyers whose annual re- 
ceipts were over $200,000 and these did 51% of the total business. 
Another 80 plants had receipts between $50,000 and $100,000 accounted 

for 19% of the total receipts of all dry cleaners and dyers, while 106 
plants with volumes ranging between $30,000 and $50,000 accounted for an- 
other 14%. The remaining 285 plants each had a volume for the year of 
less than $30,000 and this group handled 16% of the total business. A 
further breakdown of this pabeer group is given in Table 19. 


Operating expenses of incorporated companies amounted to 93.3% 
of total receipts but here again, as in the case of Jaundries, the pro= 
portion of expenses to receipts varied inversely as the size of business. 
The smallest firms, with less than $15,000 annual receipts, Eee oper= 
ating expenses 99.9% of gross receipts while those with over #300 ,000 
annual volume expended only 92.2% of gross receipts on operating costs. 
Salaries and wages amounted to 53% of gross receipts while cost of materials 
and supplies amounted to 10%. Cost of fuel and electricity was 4% of total 
receipts while coliection and delivery expenses (including call offices) 
amounted to 6%. The remaining 20% was accounted for by other operating 
costs such as occupancy, administration, advertising, etc. 


Unincorporated cleaning and dyeing plants reported operating 
expenses amounting to 845.7% of gross receipts but again the ratio varied 
by size of business. Plants with annual receipts of less than $7,500 had 
and expense ratio of 79.38%, those with receipts between $7,500 and $10,000 

oe with an uti ratio of 67.5%, expenses of firms between $10,000 
and $15,000 amounted to 75.2% of receipts,and from here, the ratio ranged 
upward through the various size classes to 938.8% for those with annual re- 
reipts of $100,000 or over. 


Salaries and weges (not including proprietors’ salaries or withe= 
drawals) amounted to 44.5% of receipts. Other expenses expressed as a 
percentage of total receipts were as follows: fuel and electricity, 5.0%} 
materials and supplies, 10.8%: collection and delivery (including call 
office expense), 63%; and other costs, such as occupancy, administration, 
advertising, ete., 17.1%.

Section I = All Plants Combined 


General Summary 


Power laundries, dry cleaning, and dysing plants in Canada numbered 
1,081 and had gross receipts of $71,981,944 in 1948 as compared with 774 
plants in 1947 whose gross receipts amounted to $59,043,678, Increases 
amounted to 40% in number of plants and 22% in total receipts. 


For the purposes of this report, establishments have been classi- 
fied as either laundries or dry cleaners according to which type of work 
made up the greater proportion of revenue. On this basis, 294 of the 
1,081 plants included in the survey were classified as laundries, while 
the remaining 787 plants were primarily dry cleaners and dyers. 


A separate summary is made, in Table 20, for those establishments 
specializing in the rental of linens, i.e., coats, towels, overalls, 
diapers, etc. Some of these do their own ironing, pressing, or packaging, 
but have no facilities for washing, cleaning, or dyeing on their premises. 


Work Performed 


The gross receipts for all plants, $71,981,944, was made up of dry 
cleaning and dyeing, 53%; laundry, 38%; rentals, 6%; and miscellaneous 
work, 3% 


Receipts by Provinces 


A breakdown of receipts of power laundries, cleaning and 
dyeing plants by provinces shows that Ontario was responsible for 
40% of the total] Canadian business, while 26% of receipts originated 
in the Province of Quebec, British Columbia ranked third with 14% 
of the Canada total, while Manitoba and Alberta both had 6% of gross 
receipts. Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia combined accounted 
for 3%, as did Saskatchewan, while 2% of the business was done in 
New Brunswick, 


A much higher volume of receipts was reported for all prove 
inces in 1948 than in 1947, The largest increase was for British 
Columbia where receipts were up 30%, Gains of 23%, 24%, and 26% 
were recorded for Ontario, Saskatchewan, and Alberta respectively, 
while increases amounted to 21% in Prince Edward Island and Nova 
Scotia combined; 19% in New Brunswick; and 18% in Quebec, 


Employment 


Power laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing establishments 
employed 25,876 persons in 1948 to whom $35,877,556 was paid in 
salaries and wages, In addition, 1,106 proprietors were actively 
engaged in the operation of their businesses, Of these, 705 
withdrew no specific amount to cover their own salaries, but the 
remaining 401 received salaries amounting to $882,283,

Section II = Power Laundries 


General Summary 


Power laundry plants in Canada in 1948 numbered 294, an increase 
of 21% over the 244 plants which reported in the 1947 survey. Gross 
receipts amounted to $35,360,996, 16% higher than in 1947, Average volume 
per plant, however, decreased from $124,834 in 1947 tc $120,275 in 1948. 
Laundry receipts per capita increased from $2.42 in 1947 to $2.74 in 1948, 


The increase of 50 in number of plants as compared with 1947 
occurred principally among unincorporated companies, Incorporated busi- 
nesses registered a gain of only 8 plants while the remaining 42 additional 
plants were unincorporated companies, Among the unincorporated firms; the 
additions were chiefly firms with annual receipts of less than $50,000. 


Receipts by Provinces 

Ontario and Quebec together accounted for 64% of the total 
receipts of all power laundries in Canadas the former obtained 34% of the 
business and the latter, 30%. Power laundries in British Columbia were 
responsible for 18% of the Canada total while the remaining provinces 
accounted for from 2% to 6% in each case, 


Provincial figures revealed increases in volume of laundry 
business in all parts of the country, The largest increase over 1947 was 
that for Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia combined, a gain of 22%, 

New Brunswick, Quetec, Ontario, Alberta, and British Columbia registered 
gains of between 146 and 18%, while increases in Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
amounted to 12% and 10% respectively. 


Work Performed 

Power laundries in Canada obtained 71% of their gross receipts, 
or $25,116,163, from laundry work, Of this amount, $16,747,657 or 47% of 
gross receipts was for finished laundry, 12% for unfinished laundry and 
12% for wholesale and industrial laundry, Sixteen per cent of the total 
dollar volume of business handled by power laundries was for dry cleaning. 
A higher proportion of the revenue of firms in Western Canada was derived 
from dry cleaning (17% to 19%) than was the case with those in Eastern 
Canada where this service provided 11% to 15% of receipts. Coat and towel 
rentals accounted for 11% of gross receipts while other sources such as 


Overall and wiper cleaning, dyeing, and cleaning and storage of furs, made 
up the remaining 2%. 


Employment 


There were 15,923 persons employed in power laundries in Canada 
during 1948 with salaries and wages of $18,737,302, This is a decrease in 
number from 1947 when there were 13,950 employees, On the other hand, the 
total salary and wage bill showed a substantial increase with the result 
that the average wage per employee rose to $1,546 in 1948 as compared with 
$1,173 for the previous year, Of the 13,923 employees, 4,201 were males 


and 9,722 females. 


In addition to these employees, 222 proprietors or partners 
were actively engaged in the operation of their businesses, Of these, 
96 reported a regular salary or drawing account which totalled $237,624 
for the yoar, The remaining 126 reported that they withdrew no regular 
anount from the business, 


Size of Business 


The upward movement in revenue raised the total of firms in 

the upper receipts class (over $200,000) to 59 in 1948 from 41 in 1947. 
These 59 large firms were responsible for 60% of the total business of 
the industry, Another 54 plants in the class ranging from $100,000 to 
$199,999 accounted for 21% of total gross receipts, while 56 plants in 
the $50,000 to $99,999 range obtained 11% of the business. The remaining 
8% of the volume was handled by the 125 plants whose 1948 receipts were 
less than $50,000. 


Operating Expenses 


Operating expenses, as percentages of total receipts, are 
presented in Tables 7 and 8. Figures have been compiled separately for 
incorporated and unincorporated businesses. In the case of the latter, 
the total expenses shown do not include proprietors’ salaries or with= 
drawals nor income taxes, 


Incorporated companies.-Incorporated companies reported that 
operating expenses absorbed 93% of gross receipts, The proportion varied 
from 99% for the smallest size group to 92% for firms whose 1948 volume 
exceeded $300,000, Salary and wage payments amounted to 64% of gross 
recéipts of all laundries, while the cost of materials and supplies was 
12%. Fuel and electricity costs averaged 5%, but a higher percentage of 
revenue wos expended for these services by the smaller than by the larger 
firms, .fhose in the less than $20,000 group reported fuel and electricity 
costs amounting to 13% of gross receipts while, in the $300,000 and over 
class, this item amounted to only 4% of total receipts, Other operating 
expenses, including delivery, pick-up offices (except salaries and wages), 
depreciation, etc., amounted to 22% of total receipts. 


Unincorporated companies.-Unincorporated companies! total 
expenses, before allowance for proprietors' services or income taxes, 
amounted to 88% of gross receipts, In this case, the ratio varied from 
72% for the “under $10,000" class to 91% for firms whose volume exceeded 
$200,000 in 1948, Employees’ salaries and wges took 48% of the combined 
receipts of all plants while the average cost of fuel and electricity 
was 7%, Here again, there was a wide variation in the ratios for the 
different size groups, The cost of materials and supplies used amounted 
to 12%, while the residual expenses amounted to 21% of receipts.

General Summa ry 


Statistics given in this report for cleaning and dyeing plants 
are based on returns from power plants engaged in cleaning unwashable 
fabrics by the use of solvents other than water, Firms which do not have 
the necessary facilities for cleaning or dyeing on the premises, but act 
as middlemen between consumer and plant, are not included, 


The number of dry cleaning and dyeing plants in Canada in 1948 
was 787, an increase of 257 over the number of plants reporting in 1947, 
Gross receipts in 1948 for these 787 plants totalled $36,620,948, 28% 
higher than the $28,584,285 received by 530 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
in the previous year. ! 


In dry cleaning plants, as in laundries, the marked increase in 
number of plants occurred among unincorporated firms rather than in the 
incorporated businesses and growth was largely confined to the smallor 
size categories, 


Receipts by Provinces 


Ontario, with 345 of the 787 dry cleaning and dyeing plants, 
accounted for 46% of the total business of all plants in Canada. Quebec 
plants numbered 128 and handled 23% of the business, while the 105 plants 
in British Columbia accounted for 9%, Plants in other provinces were 
responsible for the following percentages of the total receipts: Manitoba, 
7h; Alberta, 5%; Saskatchewan, 4%; New Brunswick, 3%; and Prince Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia combined, 3%, 


On the whole, the volume increase was greater in Western Canada 
than in the Eastern Provinces, Manitoba was the single exception, its gain 
of 16% being the lowest among provincial increases, Receipts of dry 
cleaners and dyers were up 65% over 1947 in British Columbia, 37% in Alberta, 
and 33% in Saskatchewan, Other provinces showed the following gains: 
Ontario, 289%; New Brunswick, 22%3 Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia 
combined, 19% Quebec, 21%, 


Work performed 


Dry cleaners tend to provide a more specialized type of service 
than do laundries, Of the total dollar receipts, 84% was for cleaning. 
Six per cent of their total receipts was derived from laundry work, while 
dyeing accounted for 4%, Other services, such as linen supply rentals, 
storage, etc., were responsible for the remining 6% of the business. 
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Empl oyment 


Employees engaged in the dry cleaning and dyeing industry in 
1948 numbered 11,953, 1,047 more than the 10,906 persons who were 
employed in this industry in 1947, a gain of 10%. Of the 11,953 persons, 
5,273 were mle employees and 6,680 were female, Total salaries and 
wages paid to all employees during the year (including salaries paid to 
executives of incorporated companies but not to proprietors of unincor- 
ated businesses) totalled $17,140,254, The average salary per employee 
was $1,434 in 1948 as compared with $1,297 in the previous year. 


Proprietors actively engaged in the operation of their busi- 
nesses and not included in the above figures numbered 884, Of these, 
305 reported regular salaries amounting to $644,659, while the remaining 
579 drew no fixed amounts from the business, 


Size of Business 


Of the 787 dry cleaning and dyeing plants in Canada in 1948, 
68 plants whose volume of business in that year exceeded $100,000 
obtained 46% of the total receipts for all plants, Another 1035 plants 
with annual receipts of between $50,000 and $100,000 were responsible 
for 20% of gross receipts, while 146 plants with a volume of between 
$30,000 and $40,000 handled 15% of the total business, The remaining 
470 plants had a volume of less than $30,000 and obtained 19% of the 
total receipts. 


Operating Expenses 


Incorporated companies.~-Operating expenses of the 147 incor= 
porated firms amounted to 95.5% of their gross receipts but this ratio 
varied according to the volume of amual receipts, For plants in the 
less than $15,000 class, total expenses amounted to 98.5% of gross 
receipts. This ratio decreased as the size of business increased, Firms 
in the $300,000 and over class expended 91.4% of their gross receipts on 
operating costs, 


Salaries and wages paid by incorporated companies amounted to 
52% of gross paosipts while materials and supplies cost 12%, Fuel and 
electricity costs were 4% of total receipts while other expenses, such as 
delivery, maintenance, depreciation, etc,, amounted to 26% of receipts. 


Unincorporated companies.=The ratio of expenses to receipts 
for unincorporated companies was 83%, before allowances for proprietors! 


withdrawals or income taxes, Employees! salaries amounted to 41%, but 
here again, as in unincorporeted laundries, the ratio of salaries to 
receipts varied directly with the size of business, Firms whose 1948 
volume was less than $7,500 paid only 25% in salaries and wages, This 
proportion increased with each size group. Firms with a volume of over 
$100,000 paid 49% of gross receipts to employees in salaries and wages. 
The cost of materials and supplies for unincorporated firms amounted to 
the same proportion as for incorporated businesses, viz. 12%, while. fuel 
and electricity costs were slightly higher at 5.5%, Miscellaneous 


expenses, including delivery, maintenance, occupancy, etc,., amounted to 
24%.

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SECTION I, ALL PLANTS COMBINED 


Gross receipts of power laundries, dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants amounted to $81,234,045 in 1949. 
This total represented an increase of 13% over 1948 
when the business handled by such establishments 
amounted to $71,981,944. The number of plants 
increased from 1,081 in 1948 to 1,237 in 1949, a 
gain of 14%. Of 1949’s gross receipts, 36% was from 
laundry, 54% from cleaning and dyeing, 6% from 
linen rentals, and 4% from miscellaneous receipts 
(storage, overall and wiper cleaning, etc.). 


For the purposes of this report, establishments 
were regarded as either laundries or dry cleaners 
according to the type of work which made up the 
greater part of revenue. On this basis, 332 of the 
1,237 plants included in the survey were classified 
as laundries, while the remaining 905 were primarily 
dry cleaners and dyers. 


Figures contained in Sections I, IZ and III of 
this report do not include those of establishments 
specializing in the rental of linens, i.e. coats, 


towels, overalls, diapers, etc., which have no 
facilities for washing, cleaning, or dyeing on their 
Premises. A separate summary for these appears 


in Table 19 on page 15. 


Ontario and Quebec together accounted for 
two-thirds of all laundry and dry cleaning in Canada. 
Ontario, with 41% of all plants, obtained 40% of the 
total receipts while Quebec plants formed 19% of the 
total number and handled 26% of the volume of 
business. British Columbia, with 13% of both plants 
and receipts, ranked third. All provinces recorded 
increases over 1948 in both number of establishments 
and volume of business. Alberta recorded the 
greatest gain in amount of receipts with 1949 volume 
20% above 1948. Ontario and Saskatchewan receipts 
were up 14% and 13% respectively, while gains in 
amount of receipts for the other provinces ranged 
from 6% to 11%.

There were 27,126 paid employees engaged in 
the operation of power laundries, dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants in 1949, of which 10,168 were male 
and 16,958 female. Total salaries and. wages paid to 
these employees amounted to $40,515,431 in 1949 
compared with $35,877,556 paid to 25,876 employees 
in 1948, 


Proprietors ‘of unincorporated businesses 
actively engaged in operating their plants numbered 
1,307, of whom 1,221 were male and 86 were female. 
There were 405 proprietors or partners who reported 
that they drew a regular salary and their salaries 
amounted to $888,483. The remaining 902 drew no 
regular salary. The following table shows proprietors 
with and without regular salaries for laundries and 
for dry cleaning plants:

SECTION Hf. POWER LAUNDRIES 


Power laundries in Canada increased in number 
from 294 plants in 1948 to 332 plants in 1949, a gain 
of 13%, while receipts advanced 9% from $35, 360,996 
to $38,659,596. These plants derived 69% of their 
gross revenue during 1949 from laundry work, 16% 
from dry cleaning, 11% from linen rentals, and 4% 
from all other work including dyeing, overall and 
wiper cleaning, storage, etc. Power laundry receipts 


from various types of service for each province are 
shown in Table 6. 


All provinces recorded increases in dollar 
volume of business over 1948, the greatest gains, 
13% and 12% respectively, being recorded for Alberta 
and Ontario. The following table shows percentage 
changes in number of plants and volume of business. 
between 1948 and 1949.

Of the total Canadian business of power laundries, 
34% was handled by Ontario plants, 29% by Quebec 
plants, and 18% by plants in British Columbia. 


Paid employees in power laundries in 1949 
aumbered 14,240 and drew salaries and wages 
amounting to $20,408,336. Almost 70% of the total 
‘ were female employees. Comparable figures for 1948 
showed 13,923 employees receiving $18,737,302 in 
salaries and wages. 


In addition to these paid employees, there were 
247 male and 17 female proprietors and partners of 
unincorporated power laundries devoting the major 
portion of their time to the operation: of their plants. 
Of these, 84 male and 5 female proprietors reported 
salaries which totalled $173,350. The remainder 
reported that they drew no regular salary. 


Sixty-three of the 332 power laundries had gross 
receints of more than $200,000 and these handled 


61% of the total business. Another 55 plants were in 
the $100,000-to- $199,999 class and accounted for 
20% of gross receipts, while 58 plants with annual 
receipts of between $50,000 and $100,000 did 11% 
of the total business. The 156 plants in the less- 
than- $50,000-a-year class were responsible for the 
remaining 8% of total receints. Average receipts 
per plant declined from $120,275 in 1948 to $116,445 
in 1949. 


Operating expenses, expressed as percentages 
of total receipts, are shown by size of business in 
Table 9 and by provinces in Table 10. Figures have 
been compiled separately for unincorporated and for 
incorporated businesses. Incorporated firms reported 
operating expenses amounting to 93.4% of receipts, 
while expenses of individual proprietorships and 
partnerships, before proprietors’ salaries and 
withdrawals, amounted to 87.5% of receipts.

1948 among the several provinces. Saskatchewan 
ranked second with an increase of 19% in receipts. 
The largest percentage increase in number of plants 
(26%) was recorded for Quebec where receipts were 
15% in excess of 1948. The following table shows 
percentage increases in number of plants and volume 
of receipts by provinces. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants in Canada in 
1949 numbered 905 and performed services valued 
at $42,574,449. This was an increase of .5% in 
number of plants and of 16% in volume of business 
over 1948 when 787 plants hadreceipts of $36,620,948. 


Alberta with an increase of 28% showed the 
greatest percentage gain in amount of receints over

Dry cleaning and dyeing plants do a highly 
specialized class of work, 86% of gross receipts 
being from, dry cleaning, 6% from laundry, 3% from 
dyeing, and 5% from other sources. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants across Canada 
employed 12,886 paid employees of whom 5,690 were 
male and 7,196 female. Salaries and wages paid to 
these employees amounted to $20,107,095 in 1949. 
Average salary or wage per employee increased from 
$1,434 to $1,560 between 1948 and 1949. 


Over and above the paid employees, there were 
1,043 proprietors or partners of unincorporated plants 
who devoted all or most of their time to the operation 
of their plants. Of these, 293 male and 23 female 
proprietors reported salaries amounting to $715, 133. 
The remainder, of whom 681 were male and 46 female, 
reported no regular salary drawn from their busi- 
nesses. 


For the purposes of operating expense analysis, 
plants were divided between incorporated companies 
and individual proprietorships or partnerships. The 
163 incorporated companies reported that gross 


operating expenses absorbed 94% of receipts. Salaries 
and wages accounted for 52% of receipts, materials 
and supplies, 11%, fuel and electricity, 4% and all 
other costs, 27%. A further breakdown by volume of 
business shows that the percentage of operating 
costs to receipts in incorporated companies varies 
inversely with the size of business. The ratios of 
operating expenses to receipts ranged from 92% for 
firms whose 1949 receipts were over $300,000 to 99% 
for those which did less than $15,000 worth of 
business in that year. 


Unincorporated companies’ operating costs, 
calculated before proprietors’ salaries or withdrawals, 
amounted to 83% of receipts. This was made up of 
42% for salaries and wages of employees, 12% for 
materials and supplies, 5% for fuel and electricity, — 
and 24% for other expenses. Analysed by size of mn 
business, operating costs in unincorporated firms — 
formed an increasingly larger percentage of receipts — 
as the volume of the plant decreased. Plants doing 
less than $7,500 annually reported operating ex-— 
penses amounting to 70% of receipts, while operating 
expenses of those in the over-$100,000 class 
amounted to 92% of gross receipts.

SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


Gross receipts of 1,242 power laundries, dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants amounted to $86, 836,564 
in 1950, up 7% from the 1949 total of $81,234,045 
receipts of 1,237 establishments. The 1950 gross 
receipts were derived from the following types of 
service: 35% from laundry, 56% from cleaning and 
dyeing, 5% from linen rentals and 4% from miscel- 
laneous receipts. 


For the purpose of this report, establishments 
were regarded as either laundries or dry cleaners 
according to the type of work which accounted for 
the greater part of revenue. On this basis, 323 of 
the 1,242 plants included in this survey were classi- 
fied as laundries and the remaining 919 were prima- 


rily dry cleaners and dyers. J.inen distributors were 
omitted from this 1950 survey. 


Ontario and Quebec accounted for two-thirds of 
all laundry and dry cleaning in 1950. Ontario, with 
42% of all plants, obtained 41% of total receipts 
while Quebec plants formed 20% of the total number 
and handled 26% of the total volume. British Colun- 
bia ranked third in both number of plants and volume 
of business. The amount of receipts for Canada was 
7% greater than in 1949 with all provinces showing 
increases. Alberta firms recorded the highest gain 
in receipts (12%), and number (4%) from a year ago.

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SECTION Ii. POWER LAUNDRIES 


There were fewer power laundries in operation 
in 1950 than in 1949-323 and 332 respectively, but 
receipts increased 5% from $38,659,596 in 1949 to 
$40,586,942 in 1950. These plants derived 69% of 
their gross revenue from laundry work, 17% from dry 
cleaning, 10% from linen rentals and 4% from all 
other work. 


All provinces except Nova Scotia and Manitoba 
recorded increases in dollar volume of business 
over 1949. The 33% increase in New Brunswick was, 
in part, due to reclassification of certain firms, 
placing them in this section in 1950.

Power laundries in Ontario handled 35% of the 
total Canadian business in 1950, while 29% was 
accounted for by Quebec and 17% by plants in Brit- 
ish Columbia, 


There were 14,310 paid employees in the power 
laundry industry in 1950 who were paid $20,976,430 
in salaries and wages. Almost 68%, or 9,668, of the 
employees were female. In 1949, 14,240 employees 
were paid $20,408,336 in salaries and wages. In 
addition to paid employees, there were 230 male and 
27 female proprietors and partners of unincorporated 
businesses who devoted the major part of their time 
to the operation of their plants. Of the 257 propri- 
etors, 93 reported salaries which amounted to 
$214,602. 


Seventy-one of the 323 power laundries had 
gross receipts of more than $200,000 and these han 
dled 65% of the total business. The size distribution 
of the remaining plants is shown in Table &. Aver- 
age receipts per plant increased from $116,445 in 
1949 to $125,656 in 1950. 


Operating expenses, expressed as percentages 
of total receipts, are shown by size of business in 
Table 9 and by provinces in Table 10 with separate 
figures for unincorporated and incorporated busi- 
nesses. As shown in Table 4, operating expenses of 
all power laundries formed 91.5% of total receipts in 
1950 compared with 92.2% in 1949. This smaller 
ratio of operating expenses was caused mainly by a 
reduction in the ratio of salaries and wages to total 
receipts. This declined from 52.8% of receipts in 
1949 to 51.7% in 1950.

Dry cleaning and dyeing plants specialized in 
dry cieaning as shown in table 14. Dry cleaning 
accounted for 86% of gross receipts, laundry work 
6%, dyeing 3% and other scurces 5%. 


Salaries and wages paid to 13,450 persons em- 
ployed in these plants amounted to $21,704,698 in 
1950. Of these paid employees, 5,946 were male and 
7,504 were female. In addition, 1,043 proprietors o: 
partners of uninccrporated businesses devoted all or 
most of their time to the operation of their plants. 
There were 243 male and 25 female proprietors who 
drew regular salaries amounting to $668,550.

This percentage does not include. proprietors’ sal- 
aries or withdrawals. In this type of organization, 
salaries and wages paid to employees amounted to 
41% of total receipts in 1950. 


Table 12 shows a comparison of operating ex- 
penses between 1950 and i949. Total operating ex- 
penses for unincorporated and incorporated busi- 
nesses combined amounted to 89.3% of total receipts 
in 1950 compared with 88.6% in 1949 while salaries

SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


The volume of business done by 1,298 power 
laundries, dry cleaning and dyeing plants amounted 
to $96,851,857 in 1951, an increase of 11% over the 
1950 volume of $86,836,564. The 1951 gross receipts 
were derived from the following types of service: 
28% from laundry, 52% from dry cleaning, 10% from 
wholesale, industria] and commercial Jaundry and 
dry cleaning, 6% from coat and towel] rentals, and 
4% from miscellaneous services. 


For the purpose of this report, establishments 
were classified as laundries if the greater part of 
their revenue was derived from laundry work; simi- 
larily dry cleaning plants were so classified because 
the greater portion of their revenue was derived from 
dry cleaning work. On this basis, 317 of the 1,298 
plants included in this survey were classified as 
Jaundries and the remaining 981 were classified as 
dry cleaners and dyers. 


Ontario and Quebec continued to account for 
two-thirds of al] laundry and dry cleaning in 1951. 
Ontario, with 41% of all plants, obtained 41% of 
total receipts, while Quebec plants formed 20% of 
the total number and handled 25% of the total 
volume of business. 


All provinces registered increased receipts 
over 1950. Saskatchewan firms recorded the highest 
gain in receipts—20%, followed by Nova Scotia 
with 15%.

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From 1930 to 1940 power laundries, like other 
industries, felt the effect of an economic depression. 
Receipts which amounted to $16,283,555 in 1930 
fell to $10,373,890 in 1933, then gradually climbed 
back to $16,719,106 by 1940. By the end of the war 
the annual volume of business done by power 


laundries was $25,463,096. Consistent growth has 
placed the 1951 volume at more than double the 
1940 business at an aj] time high figure of 
$44,053,442.

The largest share of receipts originated from 
laundry work (53%), yet power laundries performed 
considerable volume of other work in 1951. Dry 
cleaning work accounted for 18% and coat and towel 
rentals for 12% of total receipts.

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SECTION Iii. DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants operating in 
Canada in 1951 numbered 981 and had a gross 
volume of business amounting to $52,798,415. This 
was an increase of 7% in number and 14% in total 
receipts over 1950. Receipts were greater in all 


provinces than in 1950. Alberta recorded the great- 
est gain—24%, followed by Quebec with approx- 
imately 20%. The following table shows percentage 
increases in number of plants and volume of receipts 
by provinces.

1952 


SECTION I — GENERAL SUMMARY 


The volume of business handled by Canada’s 
1,298 power laundries, dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
passed the hundred-million dollar mark for the first 
time in 1952 when receipts rose to $105,331,139, an 
increase of 9% over the 1951 volume of $96,851,857. 
Gross receipts for1952 were derived from the follow- 
ing types of service: 29% from laundry, 54% from 
dry cleaning, 7% from wholesale laundry and 
cleaning and 10% from miscellaneous services. 


For the purpose of this report, establishments 
were classified as laundries if the greater part of 
their revenue was derived from laundry work and as 
dry cleaners and dyers if the greater portion of their 
business was dry cleaning and dyeing. On this 
basis, 307 of the 1,298 plants included in this 
survey were classified as laundries and the remain 
ing 991 were classified as dry cleaners and dyers. 


Two-thirds of all laundry and dry cleaning 
business was handledin Ontario and Quebec. Ontario, 
with 41% of all plants, accounted for 40% of the 
total receipts, while Quebec plants formed 20% of 
the total number andhandled 25% of the total volume 
of business. 


All provinces contributed to the overall in- 
crease in receipts during 1952. Newfoundland, with 
a 20% gain, reported the highest increase, followed 
by Nova Scotia with 14%. 


The following table gives percentage changes 
between 1951 and 1952 in number of establishments 
and dollar volume of receipts, by provinces. Through- 
out this report figures for British Columbia include 
Yukon and Northwest Territories.

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Table 3 shows the percentage distribution of 
receipts from laundry and dry cleaning work, by type 
of establishment and by provinces. The figures pre- 
sented in this table include receipts from direct 
customer laundry or dry cleaning work as well as 
wholesale, commercial and industrial laundry or dry_ 


cleaning. During 1952 power laundries handled 88% 
of all laundry work, the remaining 12% being done by 
dry cleaning plants. Dry cleaning plants, on the 
other hand handled 85% of all dry cleaning work and 
power laundries handled the remaining 15%.

SECTION I — POWER LAUNDRIES 


Although the number of plants classified as 
power laundries declined to 307 in 1952 from 317 in 
1951, the volume of business which they handled 
amounted to $46,852,690, 6% higher than the pre- 
vious year. All provinces with the exception of 
Newfoundland reported higher receipts. This ap- 


parent decline in Newfoundland receipts from the © 
1951 level, was due entirely to the transference of 
one plant from a power laundry classification to thai 
of a dry cleaning plant. The following table shows 
percentage increases in number of plants and volume 
of receipts by provinces.

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Power laundries obtained 58% of all their 
receipts from laundry work in 1952. Dry cleaning 
work accounted for 19%, coat and towel rentals for 
9%, while both wholesale laundry and dry cleaning 
and all other services each accounted for 7% of total 
receipts. Laundry and cleaning receipts shown in 
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Table 6 include commercial and industrial work. In 
1951 certain census requirements made it necessary 
to include this work with wholesale laundry and dry 
cleaning. This change does not permit a direct com- 
parison with 1951 percentages in these three cate- 
gories.

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SECTION Il — DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS

Almost 82% of the total business handled by 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants in 1952 was derived 
from cleaning work. The balance of the receipts was 
divided in almost the same proportions between 
laundry work, wholesale laundry and dry cleaning and 
other services. Cleaning receipts shown in Table 13 
includes fur cleaning as well as industrial and 
commercial work. Laundry receipts includes commer- 


cial and industrial work. In 1951 certain census 
requirements made it necessary to include fur 
cleaning with ‘‘other services’? and commercial and 
industrial laundry and dry cleaning with ‘‘Wholesale 
laundry and dry cleaning’’.

SECTION I—GENERAL SUMMARY 


In 1953 Canada’s 1,339 power laundries, dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants reported a volume of 
business of $113,150,240 compared with 1,298 plants 
reporting receipts of $105,331,139 in 1952. ‘This re- 
presented an increase of 3.2% in number of plants 
and 7.4% in receipts. Each province reported in- 
creased receipts ranging from 4.8% in British Co- 
lumbia to 12.3% in Saskatchewan, Of the total gross 
receipts, by types of service, power laundry work 
accounted for 29.3%,dry cleaning 54.3%, wholesale 
laundry and cleaning work 6.6% and miscellaneous 
services 9.8%. These proportions were not signif- 
icantly changed from the previous year, 


Employment in power laundries, cleaning and 
dyeing plants rose from 28,738 in 1952 to 29,398 in 
1953 while salaries and wages increased from 
$51,644,977 to $55,700,197. Paid employees consist- 
ed of 18,316 females and 11,082 males in 1953. In 
addition there were 1,247 proprietors of unincorporat- 
ed businesses actively engaged in operating their 
plants. Total salaries and wages represented almost 
00% of total receipts. The cost of materials and sup- 
plies used rose from $12,854,124 in 1952 to 
$13,766,346 in 1953, 


For the purpose of this report, establishments 
were Classified as laundries if the greater part of 
their revenue was derived from laundry work and as 
iry cleaners and dyers if the greater portion of their 
ousiness was dry cleaning and dyeing. On this basis, 


310 of the 1,339 plants included in this survey were 
classified as laundries and the remaining 1,029 were 
classified as dry cleaners and dyers. While each of 
these two types of business did some work predom- 
inantly associated with the other, in the year under 
review power laundries received 87.0% of laundry 
receipts and dry cleaning plants received 85.2% of 
dry cleaning receipts, 


Almost two-thirds of all laundry and dry clean- 
ing business was handled in Ontario and Quebec, 
Ontario, with 41.8% of all plants, accounted for 
39.8% of the total receipts, while Quebec plants 
formed 19.9% of the total number and handled 25.7% 
of the total volume of business, 


In 1953 firms were asked to report on their use 
of petroleum and synthetic dry cleaning processes, 
For dry cleaners and laundries combined, 79.4% of 
all plants used a petroleum process while 19.1% 
utilized a synthetic process and 1.5% reported both. 
For dry cleaning plants 81.7% used petroleum, 16.8% 
synthetics and 1.5% both. The division for the dry 
cleaning work of power laundries was 62.8% petro- 
leum, 35.8% synthetics and 1.4% both.

During 1953 power laundries handled 87.0% 
of all laundry work, the remaining 13.0% being done 
by dry cleaning plants.

SECTION Il1— POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 310 plants classified as power laundries 
in 1953 represented an increase of three in compari- 
son with 1952 while receipts rose by almost 5% from 
$46,852,690 in 1952 to $49,120,933 in the year under 
review. With the exception of Newfoundland all prov- 


inces reported higher receipts ranging from under 1% 
for Prince Edward Island to 17.8% for Saskatchewan,

Almost 82% of the total business handled by 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants in 1953 was derived 
from cleaning work. The balance of the receipts 
was divided among laundry work, accounting for 
7.0%, wholesale laundry and dry cleaning 6.2% and

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SECTION I — GENERAL SUMMARY 


In 1954 Canada’s power laundries, dry-cleaning 
and dyeing plants reported business to the extent 
of $117,736,073, up 4% from 1953. The number of 
plants increased 5%. With one or two exceptions 
indicated by the tables, the general expansion of 
the industry was spread fairly evenly over the 
whole nation. The present survey showed that dry 
cleaning earned 54.0% of total receipts, laundry 
28.7%, Wholesale cleaning and laundry 6.9% and 
other work 10.4%. Ratios for the previous year 
were Similar. 


There was a decrease of the order of 11% in 
the cost of materials and supplies used but the 
cost of linen was excluded from this figure in 1954 
for the first time. It is estimated that this would 
be $1,325,000. A slight decrease in the number 
of employees occurred but salaries and wages 
increased nearly two and a half million dollars. 


Kespordents were asked again this year to report 
on the use of petroleum and synthetic materials. 
There is a trend, barely perceptible, toward the 


use of the synthetic dry-cleaning process. For 1954,, 


76.5% of all establishments reported the use of a 
petroleum process and 22.2°¢ reported the use of a 
synthetic process. Comparable figures for 1953 
were 79.4% and 19.1% respectively. There is some 
evidence, although by. no means conclusive, that 
the synthetic process is more economical, es- 
pecially in the larger plants, 


For the purpose of this report, establishments 
were Classified as laundries if the greater part of 
their revenue was derived from laundry work, and 
as dry cleaners and dyers if the greater part was 
from dry cleaning and dyeing. On this basis 299 
plants were classified as laundries and 1,107 were 
classifiea as cleaners and dyers. From year to year 
establishments shift from one category to another 
and this explains most of the changes which occur 
in the detail of Table 3. 


The following summary of percentage changes, 
tables and graphs show details of the laundry, 
cleaning and dyeing industry for some past years, 
by provinces and by type of establishment.

SECTION Il — POWER LAUNDRIES 


Turning now to the separate division of power Tables 9 and 10 deal with operating costs, 


laundries, 1954 saw a reduction in the number of 
plants, the number of employees and the cost of 
materials and supplies. The exclusion of the cost 
of linen mentioned in Section I accounts for most of 
the decrease in the latter and, apart from the in- 
clusion of this cost with all other operating ex- 
penses and the altered ratios which result, Table 5 
does not reveal any significant changes. 


As in the previous year Quebec, Ontario and 
sritish Columbia accounted for over 80% of total 
power laundry business, each maintaining approxi- 
mately the same relative position with respect to 
total receipts. Table 8 shows that less than half 
of the power laundries in Canada, those with 
receipts of $100,000 and more, handled over 871% 
of total business. 


In 1954, operating expenses were 92.3% of total 
receipts in the case of incorporated companies 
and 89.2% in the case of unincorporated companies, 
The comparable figures for 1953 were 93.0% and 
86.9% respectively. It should be noted that in 
neither year does the latter figure include salaries 
or withdrawals of the proprietors of unincorporated 
comnanies. Finally, Table 11 outlines data for 
cities with a population of 30,000 and over, where 
at least three plants are located within the in- 
corporated limits of each city. 


The tables which follow require no explanation 
and show considerable detail of the power laundry 
business.

This is the sector of the industry where a general 
increase and expansion is most noticeable. The 
number of plants increased, receipts increased, 
and expansion was fairly general across the 
country. 


Operating costs followed the same pattern as 
in the previous year. A few of the smaller plants 
reported operating deficits and this shows up in 
the last column of Table 17. As was the case with 
power laundries, it should be noted that total 
operating expenses with respect to unincorporated 
companies does not include salaries or withdrawals 
of the proprietors. 


Quebec, Ontario and british Columbia continued 
to account for approximately 75% of cleaning and 
dyeing business. About one third of plants, which 
had receipts in excess of $50,000 each, handled 
over 7 of the total work done,

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LAUNDRIES, CLEANERS AND DYERS 
1955 


SECTION I—GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals solely with the business 
activities of power operated laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants. Plants are classified 
as power laundries if the greater part of their re- 
venue was derived from laundry work, and as dry 
cleaners and dyers if the greater part was from 
cleaning and dyeing. 


Throughout this report salaries and wages in- 
clude those paid to working executives of incorpor- 
ated companies but not salaries or withdrawals of 
proprietors of unincorporated companies. 


The combined operations of power laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants reached a new level 
in 1955 with receipts of $124,933,593, up 6 per cent 
from $117,736,073 in 1954. With Alberta in the lead, 
all the provinces registered gains in receipts over 
1954. Plants in operation in 1955 numbered 1,511 
which was made up of 306 power laundries and 1,205 
dry cleaners and dyers. This total was 105 greater 
than that of the previous year, an increase of 7 per 
cent, The growth in the number of plants was more 
pronounced in the prairie provinces while Newfound 
land registered the only decline. 


In 1955 the twin industries employed a total 
of 29,900 persons, 18,769 female and 11,311 male, 
just over 2 per cent more than in 1954. Salaries 
and wages paid to employees amounted to 
$60,951,914 or 5 per cent above the $58,148,357 
paid in 1954. Expressed as a percentage, salaries 
and wages represented 48.8 per cent of total re- 
seipts, down from 49.4 per cent a year ago. The 


cost of material and supplies used at $12,924,524 
was 6 per cent higher than in 1954 but the ratio of 
this expense item to total receipts was almost 
unchanged over the two years. 


Plants deriving their revenue primarily from 
laundry work, accounted for 84 per cent of the total 
revenue from this source while dry cleaners and 
dyers accounted for the other 16 per cent. This 
was a gain of 1 per cent in favor of dry cleaners 
and dyers as compared with the previous year. Dry 
cleaners and dyers obtained 86 per cent of the total 
dry-cleaning-work-revenue and launderers 14 per 
cent. These percentages were unchanged from a 
year ago. 


All firms engaged in dry cleaning reported 
whether they used petroleum or synthetic solvents. 
A tabulation on this breakdown is shown in table 
4. This covers only the cleaning receipts of plants 
actually doing dry cleaning which excludes the dry 
cleaning receipts of some launderers whose work 
is done by another plant. For this reason the total 
dry cleaning receipts on which the percentages are 
based do not agree with those shown in table 3. 
On this basis 20.4 per cent of receipts from work 
performed originated from plants using synthetic 
solvents. Receipts from cleaning done by petroleum 
process accounted for 76.1 per cent of the total. 
The receipts of plants using both processes cannot 
be classified as either petroleum or synthetic and 
are left out of this table. These receipts, however, 
form part of the total on which the ratios are based.

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SECTION Ii— POWER LAUNDRIES 


With a gain of 2 per cent (7 plants) over 1954, 
the 306 power laundries in operation in 1955 in- 
creased their gross revenue by 7 per cent from 
$50,513,242 to $54,199,647. The per capita expend- 
iture in 1955 was calculated at $3.47, an increase 
of 15 cents over the $3.32 registered for the two 
previous years. The specified expense items grew 
at approximately the same rate as did receipts but 
the ‘‘all other’’ expense item increased at almost 


twice the rate being 14 per cent greater than in the - 


previous year. The percentage which each expense 
item bore to total receipts was virtually unchanged 
from 1954 in the case or fuel and electricity and 
materials and supplies used; salaries and wages 
declined moderately but this was more than offset 
by the increase in the ‘‘all other’’ expense item. 
As a final result, total expenses in 1955 accounted 
for only half of one per cent more of total receipts 
than in 1954. 


The relative importance of each type of work 
performed to total receipts in 1955 was down in 
all types except in coat and towel rentals which 
increased sharply. The increase in the latter may 
be due to the addition of new firms. If a firm en- 
gaged in coat and towel rentals has the laundering 
of these items done outside, it is not included in 
this survey. Such work is reported as wholesale 
laundry by the power laundry performing the work. 
If a rental firm does its own laundering, it is then 


included here under the heading of coat and towel 
rentals. 


Plants with an annual volume of business of 
$100,000 and over continued to increase their share 
of the total power laundry business, accounting 
for 89 per cent of total receipts. A review of the 
records for the last ten years shows this peak to 
be the result of a small but effective average annual 
increase of approximately 1 per cent. In fact, the 
1946 statistics showed their portion of the total 
business as 77 per cent. 


The classification of power laundries by form 
of organization for operating cost statistics showed 
expenses were 93 per cent of total receipts for 
incorporated firms and 87 per cent in the ease of 
unincorporated firms. The comparable figures for 
1954 were 92 per cent and 89 per cent respectively. 
According to these figures incorporated laundries 
suffered a loss of revenue of 1 per cent and unin- 
corporated laundries a gain of 2 per cent. 


Statistics for selected cities are contained in 
table 12. Prior to1955, figures covered only those 
plants located within the incorporated limits of the 
city. In 1955 these limits were enlarged to include 
the metropolitan area of the fifteen larger urban 
centres. For most cities this change does not permit 
a direct comparison with the previous year.

SECTION I — GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals solely with the business 
activities of power operated laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants. Plants are classified 
aS power laundries if the greater part of their 
revenue was derived from laundry work, and as dry 
cleaners and dyers if the greater part was from dry 
cleaning and dyeing. 


Throughout this report salaries and wages 
include those paid to working executives of incor- 
porated companies but not salaries or withdrawals 
of proprietors of unincorporated companies. 


Receipts of 1,646 power laundries, dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants in 1956 amounted to $137,400,931, 
10 per cent higher than receipts reported by 1,511 
establishments in 1955. Receipts increased sub- 
Stantially in all provinces. rhe largest percentage 
increase (13 per cent) was registered for Alberta 
and the smallest (5 per cent) for Nova Scotia. 


Power laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing 
Plants employed 31,453 persons in 195€. These 
employees were paid $45,711,730 in salaries and 
wages in comparison with $60,951,914 paid to 
29,900 persons in 1955. 


In 1956, power laundries obtained 82 per cent 
of the total laundry revenue. This percentage was 
smaller than in 1955 by 2 per cent, raising the share 
of dry cleaners to 18 per cent in 1956. Dry cleaners 
obtained 85 per cent of the total dry cleaning reve- 
nue and laundries received 15 per cent, practically 
the same proportions as in 1955 when dry cleaners 
obtained 86 per cent and laundries 14 per cent. 


Of the total dry cleaning revenue, 72 per cent 
was obtained by 973 establishments using petroleum 
solvents, 25 per cent by 488 establishments using 
Synthetic solvents and 3 per cent by 14 establish- 
ments using both processes. Omitted from this reve- 
nue is the dry cleaning revenue of power laundries 
that have cleaning work done by dry cleaning plants.

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SECTION II — POWER LAUNDRIES 


Receipts reported for the year 1956 by 308 
power laundries amounted to $58,873,728, a gain 
of 9 per cent in comparison with the $54,199,647 
reported for 1955 by 306 establishments. Receipts 
increased in all regions of the country with the 
exception of Saskatchewan where a fractional de- 
crease (0.3 per cent) was recorded. The greatest 
gain, 49 per cent, was registered for Newfoundland 
and Prince Edward Island combined. The increases 
in the other regions varied between 1 and 11 per 
cent. 


Of the total value of work performed by power 
laundries in 1956, 55.5 per cent was from laundry, 
18.5 per cent from dry cleaning, 5.5 per cent from 
wholesale laundry and dry cleaning, 14.7 per cent 
from coat and towel rentals and 5.8 per cent from 
all other services. These percentages did not change 
appreciably from 1955. 


A division of power laundries by size of busi- 
ness indicates that 73 per cent of the total receipts 


was handled by 87 plants whose volume of business 
was $200,000 or more, another 16 per cent was 
handled by 66 plants whose volume ranged from 
$100,000 to $199,999 and the balance (11 per cent) 
was handled by 155 plants whose volume did not 
exceed $99,999. 


Power laundries employed 14,514 persons in 
1956 who drew $30,090,800 in salaries and wages 
aS compared with 13,991 persons who drew 
$28,078,112 in 1955. These figures indicate that 
the average earnings per employee increased from 
$2,007 in 1955 to $2,073 in 1956. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted 
to $53,636,571 in 1956, representing 91.1 per cent 
of the total receipts. This ratio was smaller than in 
1955 by 1.3 per cent which was the net result of 
gains realized in the costs of salaries and wages, 
fuel and electricity, other unspecified expenses, 
and a loss in the cost of materials and supplies.

SECTION If — DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


In 1956 there was a gain of 11 per cent in both 
number and receipts of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants as compared with 1955. The number of plants 
increased to 1,338 from 1,205 and receipts to 
$78,527,203 from $70,733,946. The average receipts 
per plant remained practically unchanged from 1955, 
being $58,700 in 1955 and $58,690 in 1956. All 
provinces recorded increases in dollar volume of 
business over 1955, The greatest gains, 17 and 15 
ber cent, were registered respectively for Alberta 
and New Brunswick. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of the total, were as follows: dry cleaning 77.6 per 
cent, laundry 9.0 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 8.4 per cent and all other sources 5.0 
ber cent. For the year 1955 these percentages were 
79.3, 8.2, 7.4 and 5.1 per cent respectively. 


Of the 1,338 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
berating in 1956, 154 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 46 per cent 
of the total receipts, 291 plants whose volume of 


business ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 
25 per cent of total receipts and another 325 plants 
whose volume ranged from $30,000 to $49,999 ob- 
tained 16 per cent of the total. ihe remaining 13 
per cent was obtained by 568 plants whose volume 
of business was less than $30,000. 


There were 16,939 persons employed in this 
industry during 1956 who earned $35,620,930 in 
salaries and wages. Employees earned an average of 
$2,103 during 1956 as compared with $2,066 in 1955. 


Operating expenses of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants formed 90.4 per cent of the total receipts in 
1956 as compared with 90.2 per cent in 1955. This 
Slightly larger ratio of operating expenses was 
caused by an increase in the ratio of cost of mate- 
rials and supplies and in the ratio of all other 
expenses. Salaries and wages formed a smaller 
percentage of total receipts than in 1955 but the 
gain was not quite enough to compensate for the 
above noted increases, while the percentage of cost 
of fuel and electricity remained unchanged.

SECTION I— GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals solely with the business 
activities of power operated laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants. Plants are classified 


aS power laundries if the greater part of their rey- 


enue was derived from laundry work and as dry 
cleaners and dyers if the greater part was from 
cleaning and dyeing. 


In 1957 a total of 1,701 power laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants were in operation and 
their receipts for the year amounted to $147,387,895. 
These receipts were greater than the amounts re- 
corded, for any previous year and Surpassed by 7.3 
per cent the 1956 amount of $137,400,931. 


There was an average of 31,258 persons gain- 
‘ully employed in power laundries and dry cleaning 
ind dyeing establishments during 1957 who received 
in salaries and wages $70,156,111 or 47.6 per cent 
of the total receipts. Salaries and wages in 1957 
vere approximately 4.5 million dollars greater than 
n 1956 but the average number of employees was 
somewhat smaller than the 1956 average of 31,453. 
Throughout this report salaries and wages include 
hose paid to working executives of incorporated 
-ompanies but do not include salaries or withdrawals 
f proprietors of unincorporated companies. 


RECEIPTS AND SALARIES 
OF POWER LAUNDRIES AND DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The cost of materials and Supplies in 1957 
amounted to $15,457,685 compared with $14,895,305 
in 1956.Expressed as a percentage of total receipts, 
this cost item decreased to 10.5 per cent from 10.8 
per cent in 1956. 


The total receipts for laundry was $46,438,206 
of which 80.2 per cent went to power laundries and 
19.8 per cent to dry cleaning and dyeing plants. The 
percentages in 1956 were 82.3 and 17.7 per cent 
Tespectively. The total receipts for dry cleaning 
was $82,323,438, Dry cleaners and dyers received 
86.0 per cent of the total dry cleaning receipts 
(85.4 in 1956) and power laundries 14.0 per cent 
(14.6 per cent). 


Exclusive of the cleaning receipts reported by 
power laundries which had no facilities for dry 
cleaning, the combined dry cleaning work receipts 
of power laundries and dry Cleaning and dyeing 
establishments amounted to $81,783,892. Of this 
amount, $55,347,835 (67.7 per cent) was received 
by 972 plants using petroleum solvents and 
$22,466,584 (27.5 per cent) by 530 plants using 
Synthetic solvents. Twenty-two plants made use of 
both types of solvents and they accounted for 
$3,969,473 or 4.8 per cent of the total dry cleaning 
work receipts.

SECTION Ii— POWER LAUNDRIES 


The receipts of 320 power laundries operating 
in 1957 amounted to $63,106,386, 7.2 per cent 
above the $58,873,728 reported by 308 establish- 
ments in 1956. The average receipts per plant ad- 
vanced to $197,207 in 1957 from $191,148 in 1956 
but the number of plants per 100,000 population re- 
mained unchanged at 1.9. The receipts per capita 
increased to $3.80 from $3.66 in 1956. 


Receipts decreased 1.1 per cent in Nova Scotia 
and 0.8 per cent in New Brunswick but increased in 
all the other provinces. Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island together accounted for the largest 
percentage increase (54.6) while the increases in 
the other provinces ranged from 1.6 per cent in Al- 
berta to 8.9 per cent in Quebec. 


There was an average of 14,557 persons em- 
ployed in power laundries during 1957 who earned 
$31,869,671 in salaries and wages. The average 
Salary or wage per employee was calculated at 
$2,189, up from $2,073 in 1956. In addition, there 
were 158 proprietors of unincorporated firms en- 
gaged in operating their businesses. 


Power laundries obtained 54.4 per cent of their 
total receipts from laundry work, 17.8 per cent from 


dry cleaning, 5.1 per cent from wholesale laundry 
and dry cleaning, 16.2 per cent from coat and towel] 
rentals and 6.5 per cent from other sources, 


A Classification of power laundries by size of 
Teceipts revealed that 93 plants with an annual 
volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 75.3 per 
cent of the total receipts, 63 plants with a volume 
ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted for 
14.5 per cent, 60 plants with a volume Tanging from 
$50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 6.6 per cent and 
104 plants with a volume of less than $50,000 for 
3.6 per cent. 


Operating expenses of power laundries ac- 
counted for 93.1 per cent of total receipts, leaving 
a net operating profit (before income taxes) of 6.9 
per cent. This profit was narrowed down from 8.9 
per cent in 1956 as a result of a substantial in- 
crease in the ratio of ‘‘all other’? expenses which 
accounted for 29.3 per cent of the 1957 total as 
compared with 26.1 per cent in the previous year. 
Other expenses expressed as a percentage of total - 
receipts were as follows: salaries and wages, 50.5 
per cent (down from 51.1 per cent in 1956); fuel and 
electricity, 4.2 per cent (unchanged): materials and 
supplies, 9.1 per cent (down from 9.7 per cent).

SECTION Ili— DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


| In 1957 there was an increase of 43 plants in 
the dry cleaning and dyeing industry bringing the 
number up to 1,381 from 1,338 in 1956. Their re- 
ceipts for the year at $84,281,509 were 7.3 per cent 
greater than the $78,527,203 recorded for 1956. The 
iverage receipts per plant increased to $61,029 from 
558,690 in 1956 while there was no change in the 
number of plants per 100,000 population which was 
zalculated as 8.3 plants for both years. On a per 
rapita basis, receipts averaged $5.08 in 1957 as 
sompared with $4.88 in 1956. . 


| All provinces registered an increase in re- 
seipts in comparison with the previous year except 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island where the 
lecreases were 17.9 and 6.7 per cent respectively. 
Che increases ranged from 2.7 per cent in New 
3runswick to 17.2 per cent in the case of Alberta. 


__ Salaries and wages amounting to $38,286,440 
vere paid to an average of 16,071 employees in 
957. The number of employees was down 1.4 per 
ent from 16,939 in 1956 but salaries and wages 
vere up 7.5 per cent from $35,620,930. The average 
“nnua | Salary or wage per employee was $2,292 in 
957 as compared with $2,103 in 1956. Also en- 
aged in operating their plants were 1,246 pro- 
‘rletors of unincorporated firms. 


Seventy-seven per cent of the total receipts 
of the dry cleaning and dyeing plants was derived 
from cleaning work, 10.2 per cent from laundry work, 
7.7 per cent from wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing work and 5.1 per cent from other sources. 


Only 169 of the 1,381 establishments had re- 
ceipts in excess of $100,000 but these accounted 
for 46.8 per cent of the total receipts. Three hundred 
and twenty-four plants fell into the $50,000 to 
$99,999 class and their receipts accounted for 26.4 
per cent of the total volume, while another 333 
plants with 15.2 per cent of the total were in the 
$30,000 to $49,999 class. The remaining 555 plants 
had annual receipts of less than $30,000 and their 
combined totals represented 11.6 per cent of the 
1957 receipts. 


The operating expenses of all cleaning and 
dyeing plants in 1957 were only slightly higher than 
in 1956. Total expenses accounted for 91.4 per cent 
of total receipts as compared with 90.4 per cent in 
the previous year. Salaries and wages required 45.5 
per cent of the total receipts, fuel and electricity 
4.2 per cent, materials and supplies 11.5 per cent 
and ‘‘all other’’ expenses 30.2 per cent. Having in- 
creased from 29.1 per cent, ‘‘all other’’ expenses 
showed the only notable change from 1956.

SECTION I—GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power 
laundries if the greater part of their revenue was 
derived from laundry work and as dry cleaners and 
dyers if the greater part of their revenue was from 
cleaning and dyeing. 


In 1958 there were 1,739 power laundry and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants in operation with 
receipts amounting to $152,544,693, an increase of 
3.5% from receipts of $147,387,895 reported by 
1,701 plants in 1957. 


These power laundries and dry cleaning plants 
provided employment for an average of 30,979 
persons and paid in salaries and wages $72,280,096 
or $2,123,985 more than was paid to 31,258 persons 
in 1957. Throughout this report salaries and wages 
include those paid to working executives of in- 
corporated companies but do not include salaries 
or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated 
companies,

Cost of materials and Supplies increased to 
$16,175,650 from $15,457,685 in 1957. This rep- 
Tesents approximately the same percentage of total 
receipts (10.6%) as in 1957 (10.5%). 


Total receipts for laundry (table 3) at 
$46,385,171, of which 79.4% went to power laun- 
dries and 20.6% to dry cleaning and dyeing plants, 
was Slightly less than in 1957 when the shares of 
the total going to these plants were 80.2% and 
19.8% respectively. Receipts for dry cleaning 
amounted to $84,997,778 of which 86.8% (86% in 
1957) went to dry cleaners and dyers and 13.2% 
(14.0%) to power laundries, 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which had no facilities for dry 
Cleaning and cleaning plants using both petroleum 
and synthetic solvents, the combined revenue from 
dry cleaning work performed by power laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants amounted to 
$79,940,884 (table 4). Of this amount $51,972,119 
was received by 948 plants using petroleum sol- 
vents and $27,968,765 by 590 plants using syn- 
thetic solvents,

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SECTION II— POWER LAUNDRIES 


The receipts of 322 power laundries operating 
in 1958 increased by 3.6% to $65,350,103 from 
$63,106,386 reported by 320 plants in 1957, The 
average receipts per plant at $202,951 were 2.9% 
above the 1957 average. Receipts per capita ad- 
vanced to $3.83 from $3.80 while the number of 
plants per 100,000 population remained unchanged 
at 1.9. 


Increases in receipts were recorded for four 
of the provinces ranging from 17.6% in Alberta to 
2.6% in British Columbia. Ontario and Manitoba had 
increases of 8.1% and 2.9% respectively. Decreases 
ranged from 7.8% in Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island to 0.1% in Saskatchewan, Other de- 
creases were: Nova Scotia 4.5%, New Brunswick 
2.5% and Quebec 1.9%. 


There was an average of 14,258 persons em- 
ployed in power laundries during 1958 who earned 
$32,761,909. The average Salary or wage was $2,298 
compared with $2,189 for 1957. There were 179 
proprietors of unincorporated firms engaged in 
operating their businesses, 


Power laundries obtained 52.9% of their total 
revenue from laundry work (54.4% in 1957), 16.9% 
from dry cleaning (17.8%), 3.8% from wholesale 
laundry and dry Cleaning (5.1%), 19.6% from coat 
and towel rentals (16.2%), and 6.8% from other 
sources (6.5%). 


A Classification of power laundries by size of 
receipts in table 9 revealed that 97 plants with an 
annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
76.7% of the total receipts, 63 plants with a volume 
ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted for 
13.7%, 54 plants with a volume ranging from $50,000 
to $99,999 accounted for 5.9% and 108 plants with 
a volume of less than $50,000 for 3.7%. 


Total operating expenses of power laundries 
increased by 3.3% to $60,662,805 but decreased 
fractionally (0.3%) to 92.8% as a percentage of 
total receipts (Table 6), Expenses expressed as a 
percentage of total receipts were as follows (1957 
figures in brackets): salaries and wages 50.1% 
(50.5%), fuel and electricity 3.9% (4.2%), materials 
and supplies 9.3% (9.1%), all other Operating ex-

SECTION Ili—DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


In 1958 an increase of 36 plants in the dry 
Cleaning and dyeing industry brought the number 
to 1,417 from 1,381 in 1957. Their receipts for the 
year at $87,194,590 were 3.5% greater than receipts 
of $84,281,509 reported in 1957, With no change in 
che number of plants per 100,000 population, aver- 
Age receipts per plant increased by 0.8% to $61,535. 
Qn a per capita basis, receipts averaged $5.11 com- 
bared with $5.08 in 1957, 


Except for Quebec and British Columbia which 
showed decreases of 3.1% and 0.5% respectively, 
ill provinces recorded increases in receipts rang- 
ng from 17.2% in Newfoundland to 1.5% in Manitoba. 
ther gains were: Prince Edward Island 7.8%, Sask- 
itchewan 7.5%, Alberta 7.4%, Ontario 6.1%, New 
3runswick 4.5% and Nova Scotia 3.2%. 


Salaries and wages amounting to $39,518,187 
vere paid to 16,721 employees, 3.2% above the 
mount paid to 16,701 employees in 1957 (table 14), 
‘he average salary or wage per employee was 
2,363 compared with $2,292 in 1957. Also engaged 
n Operating their own plants were 1,291 proprietors 
f unincorporated firms. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants obtained 79.1% 
of their total revenue from cleaning work, 10.2% 
from laundry, 6.2% from wholesale laundry and dry 
cleaning and 4.5% from other sources (table 16), 


Only 181 of the 1,417 establishments had 
receipts in excess of $100,000 and these accounted 
for 46.6% of total receipts. Three hundred and fifty 
had an annual volume of business ranging between 
$50,000 and $99,999 and accounted for 2s (ont 
total receipts, 325 with an annual volume between 
$30,000 and $49,999 accounted for 14.4%, and the 
remaining 561 establishments with a volume of less 
than $30,000 contributed only 11.3% to total receipts 
(table 17). 


The operating expenses of all cleaning and 
dyeing plants at $79,242,780 were 2.9% higher than 
in 1957. However, when expressed as a percentage 
of total receipts, expenses decreased by 0.5% to 
90.9% in 1958 (table 14). The components of total 
expenses were generally slightly lower in i958 
with salaries and wages taking 45.4% of receipts 
(45.5% in 1957), fuel and electricity 4.1% (4.2%), 
materials and supplies 11.6% (11.5%), other operat- 
ing expenses 29.8% (30.2%).

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LAUNDRIES, CLEANERS AND DYERS 
1959 


SECTION I— GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power laun- 
dries if the greater part of their revenue was derived 
from laundry work, and as dry cleaners and dyers if 
the greater part was from dry cleaning and dyeing. 


The combined operations of the laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants established new 
records in 1959. Receipts reached a value of 
$160,307,442, or 5.1 p.c. more than the $152,544,693 
reported in 1958. Employment increased by less than 
1p.c., from 30,979 to 31,187 and salaries and wages 
paid from $72,280,096 to $76,208,129 or 5.4 p.c. 
Throughout this report, salaries and wages include 
those paid to working executives of incorporated 
companies but do not include salaries or withdrawals 
of proprietors of unincorporated businesses. 


The number of establishments rose to 1,813 in 
1959, or 4.3 p.c. more than the previous year’s 1,739. 
Cost of materials and supplies used increased by 
6.6 p.c., amounting to $17,246,692 as compared with 
$16,175,650. 


In 1959, revenue from laundry totalled 
$48,535,322, an increase of 4.6 p.c. as compared 
with the corresponding figure of $46,385,171 for 


1958, of which 78 p.c. was receipts by power laun- 
dries and 22 p.c. by dry cleaning and dyeing plants. 
These percentages were practically the same as the 
previous year. Dry cleaning receipts amounted to 
$88,804,594 of which 87.1 p.c. went to dry cleaners 
and dyers and 12.9 p.c. to power laundries (See 
Table 3). The amount was $84,997,778 in 1958. 
The division between the two types of plants was 
little changed in 1959. 


Compared with 1949, the 1959 figures show the 
expansion that has taken place during the last ten 
years. The number of plants has increased by 46.6 
p.c. Employees have increased by 15 p.c. and their 
earnings are close to twice as great as ten years 
ago. Cost of materials and supplies used increased 
by 83 p.c. and total receipts has practically doubled 
Since 1949. 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which had no facilities for dry 
cleaning and cleaning plants using both petroleum 
and synthetic solvents, the combined revenue from 
dry cleaning work performed by power laundries 
and dry cleaning and dyeing plants amounted to 
$82,152,377 (Table 4). Of this amount $50,161,846 
was the receipts of 937 plants using petroleum sol- 
vents and $31,990,531 of 659 plants using synthetic 
solvents.

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SECTION Il— POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 330 power laundries operating in 1959 
reported receipts totalling $68,095,503, an increase 
of 4.2 p.c. over the previous year’s total of 
$65,350,103 reported by 322 plants. Average receipts 
per plant, at $206,350, were 1.7 p.c. above the 1958 
receipts. Receipts per capita advanced to $3.90 from 
$3.83 while the number of plants per 100,000 popu- 
lation remained unchanged at 1.9. 


With the exception of a 2.6 p.c. decrease in 
Nova Scotia, all provinces showed increases in 
receipts. Increases ranged from 9.0 p.c. in Alberta 
to 1.1 p.c. in Newfoundland and Prince Edward 
Island. Other increases were: Ontario 6.6 p.c., 
Manitoba 5.9 p.c., Saskatchewan 4.7 p.c., New 
Brunswick 2.6 p.c., British Columbia 2.5 p.c., and 
Quebec 1.7 p.c. 


The number of persons employed in power laun- 
dries totalled 13,954, a slight decrease from the 
previous year, and their earnings amounted to 
$33,864,341, an increase of 3.4 p.c. over 1958. The 
average salary, or wage, was $2,431 compared with 
$2,298 in 1958. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
52.2 p.c. from laundry work (52.9 p.c. in 1958), 
16.6 p.c. from dry cleaning (16.9 p.c.), 3.6 p.c. from 
wholesale laundry and dry cleaning (3.8 p.c.), 20.3 
p.c. from coat and towel rentals (19.6 p.c.) and 7.3 
p.c. from other sources (6.8 p.c.). 


A classification of power laundries by size of 
receipts in Table 9 shows that 100 plants with an 
annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
77.4 p.c. of the total receipts, 60 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 12.9 p.c., 60 plants with a volume ranging from 
$50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 6.2 p.c. and 110 
plants with a volumeof less than $50,000 for 3.5 p.c. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted 
to $63,190,387, an increase of 4.2 p.c. over 1958. 
This percentage increase in costs was identical to 
the increase in total revenue. Ratios of the various 
expense items to receipts were very similar to those 
for 1958 (Table 6).

SECTION IIl—DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


An increase of 66 plants in 1959 over 1958 
brought the number of plants to 1,483, a gain of 4.7 
p.c. and a new record. Receipts totalled $92,211,939, 
up 5.8 p.c. over the $87,194,590 of 1958. The aver- 
age receipts per plant increased by 1.0 p.c. from 
$61,535 to $62,179. On a per capita basis, receipts 
averaged $5.29, compared with $5.11 in 1958. There 
were 8.5 plants per 100,000 population. 


Receipts increased in all provinces except New 
Brunswick, Saskatchewan and Alberta where de- 
creases were 1.5 p.c., 0.1 p.c. and 0.9 p.c. respec- 
tively. Increases ranged from 16.3 p.c. in Newfound- 
land to 4.2 p.c. in Prince Edward Island. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of total, were as follows: dry cleaning 78.8 p.c., 
laundry 10.9 p.c., wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing 5.8 p.c. and all other sources 4.5 p.c. In 1958 
these percentages were aoeas 10:2, 6.2 and 4.5 
respectively. 


Of the 1,483 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1959, 203 plants whose volume of busi- 
ness was $100,000 or more obtained 48.2 p.c. of 
total receipts, 345 plants whose volume of business 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 25.7 p.c. 
and 358 plants whose volume ranged from $30,000 
to $49,999 obtained 15.1 p.c. The remaining 11 p.c. 
was obtained by 577 plants whose volume of busi- 
ness was less than $30,000. 


The number of persons employed by this indus- 
try in 1959 totalled 17,233, an increase of 512 over 
the previous year. Salaries and wages paid totalled 
$42,343,788 or 7.1 p.c. more than in 1958. 


Operating expenses of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants in 1959 amounted to $83,827,285, an increase 
of 5.8 p.c. aS compared with $79,242,780 in 1958. 
There was a 7.1 p.c. increase insalaries and wages, 
a 4.6 p.c. increase in the cost of materials and 
supplies used and an increase of 4.4 p.c. in all other 
operating expenses. Little change occurred from 
1958 in the ratios of expense items to receipts as 
will be noted from Table 14.

SECTION 1—GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power 
laundries if the greater part of their revenue was 
derived from laundry work, and as dry cleaners and 
dyers if the greater part was from dry cleaning and 
dyeing. 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
Cleaning and dyeing plants increased Slightly in 
1960. Receipts reached $163,465,304, a 2.0 per 
cent increase from $160,307,442 for 1959. The 
average number of employees reported decreased 
about 2.0 per cent but salaries and wages increased 
Significantly from $76, 208,129 for 1959 to $77,780,997 
for 1960. Throughout this report, Salaries and wages 
include those paid to working executives of in- 
Ccorporated companies but do not include Salaries 
or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated 
businesses. The number of establishments rose to 
1,843 for 1960 from 1,813 in 1959. The cost of 
materials and supplies used remained practically 
unchanged at $17,278,174. 


In 1960, revenue from laundry totalled 
$48,792,093, a small increase from $48,535,322 
reported for the previous year. About 2.0 per cent 
more of the total was reported by dry cleaning 
Plants than in 1959. Revenue from dry cleaning was 
$89,467,712 for 1960 compared with $88,804,594 
for 1959. Kighty-seven per cent of this was reported 
by dry cleaning plants, practically the same propor- 
tion as in the previous year. (See Table ay. 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which had no facilities for dry 
Cleaning and cleaning plants using both petro- 
leum and synthetic solvents, the combined revenue 
from dry cleaning work performed by power laundries 
and dry cleaning and dyeing plants was $82,368,065. 
Of this amount $47,549,062 was the receipts’ of 
902 plants using petroleum solvents and $34,819 003 
of 720 plants using synthetic solvents. A small 
shift to synthetic solvents is indicated (Table 4).

SECTION II— POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 329 power laundries Operating in 1960 
reported receipts totalling $69,251,345, an increase 
of 1.7 per cent over the 1959 total of $68,095,503 
reported by 330 plants. Average receipts per plant, 
at $210,490, were 2.0 per cent above the 1959 
figure. Receipts per capita decreased to $3.88 from 
$3.90 for 1959 while the number of plants per 
100,000 population remained practically unchanged, 


Four provinces indicated decreased receipts, 
the greatest being 10.3 per cent for Nova Scotia. 
Six provinces (Newfoundland and Prince Edward 
Island considered together) indicated increased 
receipts, the largest being 7.4 per cent for New 
Brunswick. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries totalled 13,537, a small decrease from 
13,954 reported for 1959. Salaries and wages 
amounted to $34,433,177, an increase of 1.7 per 
cent from 1959. The average salary, or wage, was 
$2,544, an increase of 4.6 per cent over $2,431 
calculated for 1959. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
50.3 per cent from laundry work (52.2 per cent in 
1959), 16.5 per cent from cleaning (16.6 per cent), 


3.7 per cent from wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing (3.6 per cent), 28.0 per cent from rental services 
and 1.5 per cent from other services. Coat and 
towel rentals have now been brought together with 
diaper and other rentals to form a ‘‘rental services’’ 
category. Rental services and the residual item 
formed 29.5 per cent of total receipts for 1960 and 
the comparable figure for 1959 was 27.6 per cent. 


A classification of power laundries by size of 
receipts in Table 9 shows that 102 plants with an 
annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
78.2 per cent of total receipts, 60 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 ac- 
counted for 12.4 per cent, 61 plants with a volume 
ranging from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 6.0 
per cent, and 106 plants with a volume of less than 
$50,000 for 3.4 per cent. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amount- 
ed to $64,074,995, an increase of 1.4 per cent from 
1959. This represented 92.5 per cent of receipts 
compared with 92.8 per cent for the previous year. 
Ratios of the various expense items to receipts 
were very Similar to those for 1959 (Table 6),

SECTION III—DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


An increase of 31 plants in 1960 over 1959 
brought the number of plants to 1,514. Receipts 
totalled $94,213,959, an increase of 2.2 per cent 
over the 1959 figure. The average receipts per plant 
increased fractionally to $62,229. On a per capita 
basis, receipts averaged $5.29 with no change from 
the previous year. There were 8.5 plants per 100,000 
population, also unchanged. 


Receipts increased in all provinces except 
Nova Scotia where a decrease of 0.2 per cent was 
calculated. The largest provincial increase oc- 
Curred in Alberta, 7.4 per cent. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of total, were as follows: dry cleaning 77.8 per 
cent, laundry 11.6 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 5.5 per cent; rental services, identi- 
fied for the first time in the annual report, 2.4 per 
cent; all other 2.7 per cent. In 1959 these per- 
centages were very similar, i.e., 78.8, 10.9, 5.8, 
and 4.5 respectively, the last item being the sum 
of rental services and other revenue which was not 
Sub-divided for 1959. 


Of the 1,514 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1960, 199 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 46.8 per 
cent of total receipts, 372 plants whose volume 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 27.7 per 
cent, and 359 plants whose volume ranged from 
$30,000 to $49,999 obtained 14.9 per cent. The 
remaining 10.6 per cent was obtained by 584 plants 
with a volume of less than $30,000. 


The number of people employed in 1960 to- 
talled 17,061, down slightly from 17,233 for 1959. 
Salaries and wages paid were $43,347,820, an in- 
crease of 2.4 per cent from 1959. 


Operating expenses of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants in 1960 amounted to $85,668,804 an increase 
of 2.2 per cent over 1959. The ratio of operating 
expenses to receipts remained unchanged at 90.9 
per cent. The average wage per employee in- 
creased by 3.4 per cent from $2,457 in 1959 to 
$2,541 for 1960. Little change occurred from 1959 
in the ratios of the individual expense items to 
receipts as will be noted from Table 14.

SECTION I~ GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants, Plants are classified as power laun- 
dries if the greater part of their revenue is derived 
from laundry work and as dry cleaners and dyers if 
the greater part is from dry cleaning and dyeing, 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 8.2 per 
cent in 1961. Receipts reached $176,916,640, com- 
pared with $163,465,304 in 1960. There were 31,477 
people employed as of the last week of November 
1961. Employment statistics collected during the 
course of the 1961 Census were not comparable 
with statistics collected for 1960, the latter in- 
dicating the average employment during 1960 to be 
30,598 persons. Salaries and wages paid in 1961 
were $80,281,410, an increase of 3.2 per cent from 
the 1960 figure. Throughout this report, salaries and 
wages include those paid to working executives of 
incorporated companies but do not include salaries 
or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated 
businesses. The number of business locations 
Tose to 2,144 for 1961 from 1,843 in 1960. The 
large increase in businesses is due in part to the 
complete enumeration of the 1961 Census bringing 


to light some small plants heretofore missed by the 
annual survey. The cost of materials and supplies 
used increased from $17,278,174 to $17,761,249, 


In 1961 receipts from laundry totalled 
$51,894,907,a significant increase from $48,792,093 
reported for 1960. Nearly 5 per cent more of the total 
was reported by dry cleaning plants than in 1960. 
Revenue from dry cleaning was $95,562,864 for 
1961, compared with $89,467,712 for 1960. Approxi- 
mately the same proportion of this was reported by 
dry cleaning plants as in the previous year. (See 
Table 3), 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
Cleaning and cleaning plants using both petroleum 
and synthetic solvents, the combined revenue from 
dry cleaning work performed by power laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants was $84,796 827. 
Of this amount, $43,774,023 was the receipts of 914 
plants using petroleum solvents and $41,022,804 
of 903 plants using synthetic solvents. A fairly 
significant shift during 1961 to synthetic solvents 
is indicated. (See Table 4).

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SECTION II~ POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 375 power laundries operating in 1961 
reported receipts totalling $72,286,272, an increase 
of 4.4 per cent over the 1960 total of $69,251,345 
reported by 329 plants. Average receipts per plant, 
at $192,763, were 8.4 per cent below the1960 figure, 
Receipts per capita increased to $3.96 from $3.88 
for 1960 while the number of plants per 100,000 pop- 
ulation increased very slightly to 2.1 from 1.8. 


Two provinces indicated decreased receipts, 
the greatest decrease taking place in New Bruns- 
wick—15.0 per cent. Receipts in British Columbia 
showed a small decrease of 1.3 per cent. All other 
provinces reported an increase in receipts, the larg- 
est being 23.4 per cent for Nova Scotia followed by 
15.7 per cent for Saskatchewan. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries as of the last week of November 1961 
was 13,543. This statistic is not comparable with 
the 1960 figure which recorded average employment 
for the year to be 13,537 persons, Salaries and 
wages for 1961 amounted to $34,112,655, a slight 
drop from $34,433,177 reported in 1960. The average 
Salary or wage was $2,519, a decrease of 1.0 per 
cent from the figure calculated for 1960. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
47.4 per cent from laundry work (50.3 per cent in 


1960), 15.3 per cent from cleaning (16.5 per cent), 
4.2 per cent from wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing (3.7 per cent), 31.3 per cent from rental services 
(28.0 per cent) and 1.8 per cent from other services, 
Coat and towel rentals have now been brought to- 
gether with diaper andother rentals to form a ‘‘rental 
Services’’ category. Rental Services and the residu- 
al item formed 33.1 per cent of total receipts for 
1961 and the comparable figures for 1960 and 1959 
were 29.5 per cent and 27.6 per cent, 


The classification of power laundries by size 
of receipts in Table 9 shows that 103 plants with 
an annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
77.5 per cent of total receipts, 52 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 10.3 per cent, 70 plants with a volume ranging 
from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 7.1 per cent 
and 150 plants with a volume of less than $50,000 
accounted for 5.1 per cent. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amount- 
ed to $65,888,049, an increase of 2.8 per cent from 
1960. This represented 91.1 per cent of receipts 
of power laundries compared with 92.5 per cent for 
the previous year. Ratios of the various expense 
items to receipts were very similar to those for 1960.

SECTION IlI— DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The 1961 survey recorded 1,769 plants, 255 
more than covered in 1960. Receipts totalled 
$104,630,368, an increase of 11.1 per cent over 
the 1960 figure. The average receipts per plant 
decreased to $59,147 from $62,229. On a per capita 
basis, receipts averaged $5.73 in 1961 compared 
with $5.29 in 1960. There were 9.7 plants per 
-_—” population, a small increase from 8.5 in 
1960, 


Receipts increased in all provinces except 
Prince Edward Island and Saskatchewan, where 
very slight decreases of the order of 1 per cent 
were reported. The largest provincial increase 
sccurred in Quebec—23.4 per cent—followed by 
an increase of 21.0 per cent in New Bmnswick. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of total, were as follows: dry cleaning 75.5 per 
cent, laundry 13.1 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
ity cleaning 5.5 per cent, rental services 2.7 per 
sent, all other receipts 3.2 per cent. In 1960 these 
percentages were quite similar, i.e., 77.8 per cent, 
11.6 per cent, 5.5 per cent, 2.4 per cent and 2.7 per 
-ent respectively.

Of the 1,769 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1961, 229 plants whose volume of busi- 
ness was $100,000 or more obtained 46.6 per cent 
of total receipts, 392 plants whose volume ranged 
from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 26.0 per cent and 
408 plants whose volume ranged from $30,000 to 
$49,999 obtained 15.3 per cent. The remaining 12.1 
per cent was obtained by 740 plants with a volume 
of less than $30,000 in 1961. 


The number of people employed as of the last 
week of November 1961 totalled 17,934, a figure not 
comparable with the statistic for 1960 which repre- 
sented average number of employees and was re- 
corded as 17,061 persons, 


Operating expenses of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants in 1961 amounted to $94,034,260, an increase 
of 9.8 per cent over 1960. The ratio of operating 
expenses to receipts was 89.9 per cent compared 
with 90.9 per cent for 1960. The average wages per 
employee increased by 1.4 per cent from $2,541 
in 1960 to $2,574 for 1961. Little change occurred 
from 1960 to 1961 in the ratios of the individual 
expense items to receipts, as will be noted from 
Table 14.

SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


| This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power 
laundries if the greater part of the revenue is derived 
from laundry work and as dry cleaners and dyers if 
the greater part is from dry cleaning and dyeing. 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 3.2 per cent 
in 1962. Receipts reached $182,495,998, compared 
with $176,916,640 in1961. There were 32,043 people 
employed on the average during 1962. Employment 
Statistics collected during the course of the 1961 
Census are not comparable with statistics collected 
for 1962, the former recording the number of people 
employed as of the last week of November 1961, 
i.e., 31,477. Salaries and wages paid in 1962 were 
$84,330,628, an increase of 5.0 per cent from the 
1961 figure. Throughout this report, salaries and 
wages include those paid to working executives of 
incorporated companies but do not include salaries 
or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated busi- 
nesses. The number of business locations fell to 


2,123 in 1962 from 2,144 in 1961. The cost of mater- 
ials and supplies used increased from $17,761,249 
to $19,821,803. 


In 1962, receipts from laundry totalled 
$52,866,036, a significant increase from $51,894,907 
reported for 1961. Revenue from dry cleaning was 
$96,956,955 for 1962, compared with $95,562,864 
for 1961. The figures show that there was a very 
Small increase in the proportion of laundry receipts 
earned by dry cleaning plants. (See Table 3), 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
cleaning and cleaning plants using both petroleum 
and synthetic solvents, the combined revenue from 
dry cleaning work performed by power laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants was $86,003,306, Of 
this amount $41,769,232 was the receipts of 855 
plants using petroleum solvents and $44,234,074 
was the receipts of 943 plants using synthetic 
solvents. As in the case of the previous year, a 
fairly significant shift during 1962 to synthetic 
solvents is indicated. (See Table 4),

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SECTION I. POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 367 power laundries operating in 1962 


reported receipts totalling $75,840,359, an increase 


of 4.9 per cent over the 1961 total of $72,286,272 
reported by 375 plants. Average receipts per plant at 
$206,649 were 7.2 per cent above the 1961 figure. 
Receipts per capita increased to $4.08 from $3.96 
for 1961, while the number of plants per 100,000 
population indicated a very slight drop. 


Three regions indicated a decrease in receipts, 
the greatest decrease occurring in the combined 
figure for Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island — 
15.3 per cent. Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan 
reported decreases of 11.2 per cent and 5.0 per cent 
respectively. All other regions reported an increase 
in receipts, the largest being 22.2 per cent for the 
province of New Brunswick, followed by 10.6 per 
cent for Quebec. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries on the average was 13,942 for 1962. This 
Statistic is not comparable with the 1961 figure 
which recorded employment as of the last week of 
November 1961 to be 13,543 persons. Salaries and 
wages for 1962 amounted to $36,251,612, a signifi- 


cant increase from the figure of $34,112,655 reported 


; 


for 1961. The average salary or wage was $2,600, an 
increase of 3.2 per cent from the figure calculated 
for 1961, 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
46.6 per cent from laundry work (47.4 per cent in 
1961), 15.6 per cent from cleaning (15.3 per cent), 
2.9 per cent from wholesale laundry and dry cleaning 
(4.2 per cent), 31.4 per cent from rental services 
(31.3 per cent) and 3.5 per cent from other services. 


The classification of power laundries by size 
of receipts in Table 9 shows that 99 plants with an 
annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
78.2 per cent of total receipts, 58 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 10.8 per cent, 71 plants with a volume ranging 
from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 6.8 per cent 
and the remaining plants with a volume of less than 
$50,000 accounted for 4.2 per cent. It will be noted 
that there is little change in these ratios from year 
to year, 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted 
to $68,286,472, an increase of 3.6 per cent from 
1961. This represented 90.0 per cent of receipts of 
power laundries, compared with 91.1 per cent for the 
previous year. Ratios of the various expense items 
to receipts were very similar to those for 1961. 
Salaries and wages tended to take more of total 
receipts and the same can be said for cost of 
materials and supplies used. Fuel and electricity 
expense showed a small decrease. (See Table 6).

SECTION Ill. DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The 1962 survey recorded 1,756 plants, 13 less 
than coveredin 1961. Receipts totalled $106,655,639, 
an increase of 2.1 per cent over the 1961 figure. The 
average receipts per plant increased to $60,738 
from $59,147. On a per capita basis, receipts 
averaged $5.74, practically identical with the 1961 
figure. There were 9.5 plants per 100,000 popula- 
tion, also practically identical with the figure for 
the previous year. 


Receipts increased in all but three provinces. 
New Brunswick had a 14.3 per cent decrease and 
Manitoba and British Columbia showed 0.3 per cent 
and 2.8 per cent decreases respectively. The 
largest provincial increase occurred in Newfound- 
land—11.9 per cent, followed by an increase of 7.6 
per cent in Prince Edward Island. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of total, were as follows: dry cleaning 74.9 per 
cent, laundry 13.8 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 5.5 per cent, rental services 2.7 per 
cent, all other receipts 3.1 per cent. In 1961 these 
Percentages were quite similar, i.e., 75.5 per cent, 
(13.1 per cent, 5.5 per cent, 2.7 per cent and 3.2 per 
cent, respectively. 


Of the 1,756 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1962, 238 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 46.9 per 
cent of total receipts, 423 plants whose volume 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 27.4 per 
cent and 401 plants whose volume ranged from 
$30,000 to $49,999 obtained 14.5 per cent. The 
remaining 11.2 per cent of total revenue was 
obtained by 694 plants with a volume of less than 
$30,000 in 1962, 


The number of people employed on the average 
during 1962 was 18,101, a figure not comparable 
with the statistic for 1961 which represented the 
number of persons employed as of the last week of 
November and was recorded as 17,934 persons. 


Operating expenses of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants in 1962 amounted to $96,835,796, an increase 
of 3.1 per cent over 1961. The ratio of operating 
expenses to receipts was 90.8 per cent, compared 
with 89.9 per cent for 1961. The average wages per 
employee increased by 3.2 per cent from $2,574 in 
1961 to $2,656 in 1962. Little change occurred from 
1961 to 1962 in the ratios of the individual expense 
items to receipts as will be noted from Table 14.

POWER LAUNDRIES, DRY CLEANING 
AND DYEING PLANTS 
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SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power 
laundries if the greater part of the revenue is 
derived from laundry work and as dry cleaners and 
dyers if the greater part is from dry cleaning and 
dyeing. 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 5.2 per 
cent in 1963. Receipts reached $192,005,867, 
compared with 182,495,998 in 1962. There were 
31,747 people employed on the average during 1963, 
versus 32,043 in 1962, Salaries and wages paid in 
1963 were $88,161,127, an increase of 4.5 per cent 
from the 1962 figure. Throughout this report, salaries 
and wages include those paid to working executives 
of incorporated companies but do not include sal- 
aries or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated 
businesses. The number of business locations in- 
creased by 40 plants to 2,163 in 1963 from 2,123 
in 1962. The cost of materials and supplies used 
increased from $19,821,803 to $20,294,295, 


In 1963, receipts from laundry, totalled 
$54,661,164, a significant increase from 
$52,866,036 reported for 1962, Revenue from 


dry cleaning was $102,259,492 for 1963 substan- 
tially higher when compared with $96,956,955 
for 1962, There was a slight increase (approxi- 
mately 4.0 per cent) in the proportion of laundry 
receipts earned by dry cleaning plants. (See Table 3), 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
cleaning and cleaning plants using both petroleum 
and synthetic solvents, the combined revenue from 
dry cleaning work performed by power laundries 
and dry cleaning and dyeing plants was $89,727,118. 
Of this amount $40,508,355 was the receipts of 826 
plants using petroleum solvents and $49,218,763 
was the receipts of 1,020 plants using synthetic 
solvents. As in the case of the previous year, a 
significant shift during 1963 to synthetic solvents 
is evident. (See Table 4).

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SECTION Il. POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 367 power laundries operating in 1963 
reported receipts totalling $79,294,604, an increase 
of 4.6 per cent over the 1962 total of $75,840,359 
reported by the same number of plants. Average 
receipts per plant at $216,062 were 4.6 per cent 
above the 1962 figure. Receipts per capita increased 
to $4.20 from $4.08 for 1962, while the number of 
plants per 100,000 population indicated a very slight 
drop. 


Five regions showed a decrease in receipts, 
the greatest decrease occurring in the amount for 
New Brunswick or 13.4 per cent. Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan reported decreases of 6.7 per cent 
and 6.9 per cent respectively. The corresponding 
declines in Quebec and Alberta were slight or 2.6 
per cent and 0.2 per cent respectively. All other 
regions reported an increase in receipts. the largest 
being 17.6 per cent in the combined figure for 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island, followed 
by 14.9 per cent for Ontario. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries on the average was 13,701 for 1963 
versus 13,942 for 1962. Salaries and wages for 
1963 amounted to $37,565,355 a slight increase 
from the figure of $36,251,612 reported for 1962, 
The average salary or wage per employee was 
$2,742, an increase of 5.5 per cent from the figure 
calculated for 1962. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
43.3 per cent from laundry work (46.6 per cent in 
1962), 14.7 per cent from cleaning (15.6 per cent 
in 1962), 3.1 per cent from wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning (2.9 per cent), 37.4 per cent from rental 
services (31.4 per cent) and 1.5 per cent from all 
other services. 


The classification of power laundries by size 
of receipts in Table 9 shows that 103 plants with 
an annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted 
for 79.8 per cent of total receipts, 57 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 9.9 per cent, 67 plants with a volume ranging 
from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 6.1 per cent 
and the remaining plants with a volume of less then 
$50,000 accounted for 4.2 per cent. It will be noted 
that there is little change in these ratios from year 
to year. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted 
to $72,637,004, an increase of 6.4 per cent from 
1962. This represented 91.6 per cent of receipts of 
power laundries, compared with 90.0 per cent for 
the previous year. Ratios of the various expense 
items to receipts were very similar to those for 
1962, (See Table 6).

SECTION Ill. DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The 1963 survey recorded 1,796 plants, 40 
more than covered in 1962. Receipts totalled 
$112,711,263, an increase of 5.7 per cent over 
the 1962 figure. The average receipts per plant 
increased by 3.3 per cent to $62,756 from $60,738. 
On a per capita basis, receipts averaged $5.96, 
3.8 per cent more than in 1962. There were 9.5 
plants per 100,000 population, no change from the 
figure for the previous year. 


Receipts increased in all but one province. 
Only Saskatchewan showed a very slight decrease 
of 0.9 per cent. The largest provincial increase 
occurred in Prince Edward Island, 22.6 per cent, 
followed by New Brunswick and Manitoba with 
increases of 21.1 per cent and 17.0 per cent re- 
spectively. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of total, were as follows: dry cleaning 75.4 per 
cent, laundry 15.1 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 5.8 per cent, rental services 0.6 per 
cent, all other receipts 3.1 per cent. In 1962 these 
percentages were quite similar, i.e., 74.9 per cent, 


13.8 per cent, 5.5 per cent, 2.7 per cent and 3.1 
per cent, respectively. 


Of the 1,796 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1963, 262 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 47.6 per 
cent of total receipts, 456 plants whose volume 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 27.8 per 
cent and 425 plants whose volume ranged from 
$30,000 to $49,999 obtained 14.6 per cent. The 
remaining 10.0 per cent of total revenue was obtained 
by 653 plants with a volume of business of less 
than $30,000 in 1963. 


The number of people employed on the average 
during 1963 was 18,046, compared with 18,101 em- 
ployed in 1962, Operating expenses of dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants in 1963 amounted to $101,593,589, 
an increase of 4.9 per cent over 1962, The ratio of 
operating expenses to receipts was 90.1 per cent, 
compared with 90.8 per cent for 1962, The average 
wages per employee increased by 5.9 per cent from 
$2,656 in 1962 to $2,813 in 1963. Little change 
occurred from 1962 to 1963 in the ratios of the 
individual expense items to receipts as will be 
noted from Table 14.

SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power laun- 
dries if the greater part of the revenue is derived 
from laundry work and as dry cleaners and dyers if 
the greater part is from dry cleaning and dyeing. 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 8.3 per cent 
in 1964. Receipts reached $207,998,771, compared 
with $192,005,867 in 1963. There were 32,503 people 
employed on the average during 1964, versus 31,747 
in 1963. Salaries and wages paid in 1964 were 
$96,314,309, an increase of 9.2 per cent from the 
1963 figure. Throughout this report, salaries and 
wages include those paid to working executives of 
incorporated companies but do not include salaries 
or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated 
businesses. The number of business locations in- 
creased by 25 plants to 2,188 in 1964 from 2,163 in 


1963. The cost of materials and Supplies used in- 
creased from $20,294,295 to $21,573,509. 


In 1964, receipts from laundry, totalled 
$60, 255,936, a significant increase from $54,661,164 
reported for 1963. Revenue from dry cleaning was 
$110,659,522 for 1964, substantially higher when 
compared with $102,259,492 for 1963. 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
cleaning and receipts of cleaning plants using both 
petroleum and synthetic solvents, the combined 
revenue from dry cleaning work performed by power 
laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants was 
$97,462,778. Of this amount $42,591,701 was the 
receipts of 794 plants using petroleum solvents and 
$54,871,077 was the receipts of 1,088 plants using 
synthetic solvents. As in the case of the previous 
year, a significant shift during 1964 to synthetic 
solvents is evident. (See Table 4).

POWER LAUNDRIES, DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS S, 


SECTION Il. POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 362 power laundries operating in 1964 
reported receipts totalling $85,249,180, an increase 
of 7.5 per cent over the 1963 total of $79,294 ,604 
reported by 367 plants. Average receipts per plant 
at $235,495 were 9.0 per cent above the 1963 figure. 
Receipts per capita increased to $4.43 from $4.20 
for 1963 (5.5 per cent), while the number of plants 
per 100,000 population indicated no change. 


Two provinces showed a decrease in receipts. 
The greatest decrease occurred in Nova Scotia, i.e., 
5.3 per cent, followed by 4.2 per cent for New Bruns- 
wick. All other regions reported an increase in 
receipts. The largest increase was 23.8 per cent for 
Alberta, followed by 12.4 per cent for Saskatchewan 
and 9.8 per cent and 6.8 per cent for British Columbia 
and Ontario, respectively. The smallest improvement 
was recorded in the combined figure for Newfound- 
land and Prince Edward Island or 3.0 per cent. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries on the average was 13,815 for 1964 versus 
13,701 for 1963. Salaries and wages for 1964 amount- 
ed to $40,919,190, a substantial increase from the 
figure of $37,565,355 reported for 1963. The average 
salary or wage per employee was $2,962, an increase 
of 8.0 per cent from the figure calculated for 1963. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
41.6 per cent from laundry work (43.3 per cent in 
1963), 15.2 per cent from cleaning (14.7 per cent), 
3.1 per cent from wholesale laundry and dry cleaning 
(no change from 1963), 38.1 per cent from rental 
services (37.4 per cent) and 2.0 per cent from all 
other services. 


The classification of power laundries by size 
of receipts in Table 9 shows that 104 plants with an 
annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
81.0 per cent of total receipts, 53 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 8.8 per cent, 78 plants with a volume ranging 
from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 6.5 per cent 
and the remaining plants with a volume of less than 
$50,000 accounted for 3.7 per cent. It will be noted 
that there is little change in these ratios from year 
to year. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted 
to $78,866,872, an increase of 8.6 per cent from 
1963. This represented 92.5 per cent of receipts of 
power laundries, compared with 91.6 per cent for the 
previous year. Ratios of the various expense items 
to receipts were very similar to those for 1963. 
(See Table 6).

SECTION Ill. DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The 1964 survey recorded 1,826 plants, 30 more 
than in 1963. Receipts totalled $122,749,531, an 
increase of 8.9 per cent over the 1963 figure. The 
average receipts per plant increased by 7.1 per cent 
to $67,223 from $62,756. On a per capita basis, 
receipts averaged $6.38, 7.0 per cent more than in 
1963. There were 9.5 plants per 100,000 population, 
no change from the figure for the previous year. 


Receipts increased in all but two provinces. 
Prince Edward Island and Alberta recorded decreased 
receipts of 3.9 per cent and 0.5 per cent, respec- 
tively. The largest provincial increase occurred in 
Saskatchewan, i.e., 14.0 per cent, followed by Nova 
Scotia with 13.5 per cent, and Ontario and British 
Columbia with 11.5 per cent and 9.4 per cent, 
respectively. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of the total were as follows: dry cleaning 74.7 per 
cent, laundry 15.7 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 5.7 per cent, rental services 0.7 per 
cent, all other receipts 3.2 per cent. In 1963 these 
percentages were quite similar, i.e., 75.4 per cent, 


15.1 per cent, 5.8 per cent, 0.6 per cent and 3.1 per 
cent, respectively. 


Of the 1,826 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1964, 293 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 49.1 per 
cent of total receipts, 495 plants whose volume 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 28.2 per 
cent and 429 plants whose volume ranged from 
$30,000 to $49,999 obtained 13.8 per cent. The 
remaining 8.9 per cent of total revenue was obtained 
by 609 plants with a volume of business of less than 
$30,000 in 1964. 


The number of people employed on the average 
during 1964 was 18,688, compared with 18,046 
employed in 1963. Operating expenses of dry clean- 
ing and dyeing plants in 1964 amounted to 
$110,049,974, an increase of 8.3 per cent over 1963. 
The ratio of operating expenses to receipts was 89.6 
per cent, compared with 90.1 per cent for 1963. The 
average wages per employee increased by 5.4 per 
cent from $2,813 in 1963 to $2,964 in 1964. Changes 
from 1963 to 1964 in the ratios of the individual 
expense items to receipts may be examined in 
Table 14.

SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and 
‘dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power laun- 
dries if the greater part of the revenue is derived 
from laundry work and as dry cleaners and dyers 
‘if the greater part is from dry cleaning and dyeing. 


| The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 8.9 per 
cent in 1965. Receipts reached $226,547,054, com- 
pared with $207,998,771 in 1964. There were 33,654 
people employed on the average during 1965, versus 
32,503 in 1964. Salaries and wages paid in 1965 
were $104,593,378, an increase of 8.6 per cent from 
the 1964 figure, Throughout this report, Salaries and 
wages include those paid to working executives of 
incorporated companies but do not include salaries 
or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated 
businesses. The number of business locations 
increased by 60 plants to 2,248 in 1965 from 2,188

in 1964. The cost of materials and Supplies used 
increased from $21,573,509 to $22,650,779. 


In 1965, receipts from laundry totalled 
$62,600,631, a Slight increase from $60,255,936 
reported for 1964. Revenue from dry cleaning was 
$122,461,047 for 1965, substantially higher when 
compared with $110,659 522 for 1964, 


FEixclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
Cleaning and receipts of cleaning plants using 
both petroleum and Synthetic solvents, the combined 
revenue from dry cleaning work performed by power 
laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants was 
$107,937,728. Of this amount $44,915,943 was the 
receipts of 735 plants using petroleum solvents and 
$63,021,785 was the receipts of 1,192 plants using 
Synthetic solvents. As in the case of the previous 
year, a Significant shift during 1965 to synthetic 
solvents is evident. (See Table 4).

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SECTION Il. POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 352 power laundries operating in 1965 
reported receipts totalling $89,689,808, an increase 
of 5.2 per cent over the 1964 total of $85,249,180 
reported by 362 plants. Average receipts per plant 
at $254,800 were 8.2 per cent above the 1964 figure, 
Receipts per capita increased by 3.4 per Cent sto 
$4.58 from $4.43 for 1964, while the number of 
plants per 100,000 population decreased by 5.3 
per cent to 1.8 from 1.9. Among the provinces, 
only Manitoba showed a decrease in receipts (4.0 
per cent). All other regions reported an increase in 
receipts. The largest increase was 13.0 per cent 
for Alberta, followed by 7.3 per cent for British 
Columbia, and 7.0 per cent and 6.3 per cent for New 
Brunswick and Ontario, respectively. The smallest 
improvement was recorded for Nova Scotia at O82 
per cent. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries on the average was 13,767 for 1965, 
versus 13,815 for 1964. Salaries and wages for 
1965 amounted to $42,213,066, an increase from 
the figure of $40,919,190 reported for 1964. The 
average salary or wage per employee was $3,076, 
an increase of 3.8 per cent from the figure calculated 
for 1964. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
40.3 per cent from laundry work (41.6 per cent in 
1964), 15.0 per cent from Cleaning (15.2 per cent), 
3.5 per cent from wholesale laundry and dry cleaning 
(3.1 per cent), 39.6 per cent from rental services 
(38.1 per cent) and 1.6 per cent from all other 
services, 


The classification of power laundries by size 
of receipts in Table 9 shows that 103 plants with 
an annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
81.3 per cent of total receipts, 61 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 9.6 per cent, 70 plants with a volume ranging 
from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 5.7 per cent 
and the remaining plants with a volume of less than 
$50,000 accounted for 3.4 per cent. It will be noted 
that there is little change in these ratios from year 
to year. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted 
to $82,165,613, an increase of 4.2 per cent from 
1964. This represented 91.6 per cent of receipts of 
power laundries, compared with 92.5 per cent for 
the previous year. Ratios of the various expense 
items to receipts were very similar to those for 
1964. (See Table 6).

SECTION III. DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The 1965 survey recorded 1,896 plants, 70 
more than in 1964. Receipts totalled $136 ,857,246, 
an increase of 11.5 per cent over the 1964 figure. 
The average receipts per plant increased by 17.4 
per cent to $72,182 from $67,223. On a per capita 
basis, receipts averaged $6.99, 9.6 per cent more 
than in 1964. There were 9.7 plants per 100,000 
population, compared with 9.5 for the previous year. 


Receipts increased in all provinces. The 
largest provincial increase occurred in British 
Columbia, i.e., 21.8 per cent, followed by Ontario 
with 12.0 per cent, Quebec with 10.8 per cent, and 
Saskatchewan and Alberta with 10.2 per cent and 
9.8 per cent respectively. The smallest increase was 
reported in Nova Scotia at 3.5 per cent. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of the total were as follows: dry cleaning 76.2 per 
cent, laundry 16.2 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 4.2 per cent, rental services 0.5 per 
cent, all other receipts 2.9 per cent. In 1964 these 
percentages were quite similar, i.e., 74.7 per cent, 


: 


15.7 per cent, 5.7 per cent, 0.7 per cent and 3.2 
per cent, respectively. 


Of the 1,896 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1965, 332 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 51.7 per 
cent of total receipts, 546 plants whose volume 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 27.9 per 
cent and 440 plants whose volume ranged from 
$30,000 to $49,999 obtained 12.7 per cent. The 
remaining 7.7 per cent of total revenue was obtained 
by 578 plants with a volume of business of less 
than $30,000 in 1965. 


The number of people employed on the average 
during 1965 was 19,887, compared with 18,688 
employed in 1964. Operating expenses of dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants in 1965 amounted to $122,570,990, 
an increase of 11.4 per cent over 1964. The ratio of 
operating expenses to receipts was 89.5 per cent, 
compared with 89.6 per cent for 1964. The average 
wages per employee increased by 5.8 per cent from 
$2,964 in 1964 to $3,137 in 1965. Changes from 1964 
to 1965 in the ratios of the individual expense items 
to receipts may be examined in Table 14.

SECTION I. GENERAL SUMMARY 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry Cleaning and 
dyeing plants. Plants are classified as power laun- 
dries if the greater part of the revenue is derived 
from laundry work and as dry cleaners and dyers 
if the greater part is from dry Cleaning and dyeing. 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
Cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 11.8 per 
cent in 1966. Receipts reached $253,311,429 com- 
pared with $226,547,054 in 1965. There were 
35,433 people employed on the average during 1966, 
versus 33,654 in 1965. Salaries and wages paid in 
1966 were $116,681,656, an increase of 11.6 per 
cent from the 1965 figure. Throughout this report, 
Salaries and wages include those paid to working 
executives of incorporated companies but do noi 
include salaries or withdrawals of proprietors of 
unincorporated businesses. The number of business 
locations increased by 222 plants to 2,470 in 1966 


from 2,248 in 1965. The cost of materials and sup- 
plies used increased from $22,650,779 to 
$24,990,210. 


In 1966, receipts from laundry totalled 
$68,407,711, an increase from $62,600,631 reported 
in 1965, Revenue from dry cleaning was $136,281,625 
for 1966, substantially higher when compared with 
$122,461,047 for 1965, 


Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
cleaning and receipts of cleaning plants using both 
petroleum and synthetic solvents, the combined rev- 
enue from dry cleaning work performed by power 
laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants was 
$123,209,777. Of this amount $46,131,647 was the 
receipts of 711 plants using petroleum solvents and 
$77,078,130 was the receipts of 1,446 plants using 
synthetic solvents. As in the case of the previous 
year a significant shift during 1966 to synthetic 
solvents is evident.

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SECTION II. POWER LAUNDRIES 


The 363 power laundries operating in 1966 
reported receipts totalling $99,421,169, an increase 
of 10.9 per cent over the 1965 total of $89 ,689 808, 
reported by 352 plants. Average receipts per plant 
at $273,888 were 7.5 per cent above the 1965 figure. 
Receipts per capita increased by 8.5 per cent, to 
$4.97 from $4.58 for 1965, while the number of plants 
per 100,000 population remained the same at 1.8. 
Among the provinces, only Nova Scotia showed a 
decrease in receipts (9.6 per cent). All other regions 
reported an increase in receipts. The largest increase 
was 28.2 per cent for New Brunswick, followed by 
17.2 per cent for Manitoba, and 16.2 per cent and 
15.1 per cent for British Columbia and Quebec, 
respectively. The smallest improvement was recorded 
for Alberta at 0.7 per cent. 


The number of persons employed in power 
laundries on the average was 14,054 for 1966 
versus 13,767 for 1965. Salaries and wages for 
1966 amounted to $46,350,537, an increase from 
the figure of $42,213,066 reported for 1965. The 
average Salary or wage per employee was $3,298 
an increase of 7.2 per cent from the figurecalculated 
for 1965, 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
38.8 per cent from laundry work (40.3 per cent in 
1965), 13.4 per cent from cleaning (15.0 per cent), 
42.5 per cent from rental services (39.6 per cent) 
and 1.6 per cent from all other services. 


The classification of power laundries by size 
of receipts in Table 9 shows that 109 plants with an 
annual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 
82.2 per cent of total receipts, 68 plants with a 
volume ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted 
for 9.6 per cent, 65 plants with a volume ranging 
from $50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 5.0 per cent 
and the remaining plants with a volume of less 
than $50,000 accounted for 3.2 per cent. It will be 
noted that there is little change in these ratios 
from year to year. 


Operating expenses of power laundries 
amounted to $92,327,094, an increase of 12.4 
per cent from 1965. This represented 92.9 per cent 
of receipts of power laundries, compared with 91.6 
per cent for the previous year.

SECTION III. DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 


The 1966 survey recorded 2,107 plants, 2111 


more than in 1965. Receipts totalled $153,890, 260 
an increase of 12.4 per cent over the 1965 figure. 
The average receipts per plant increased by 1.2 
per cent to $73,038 from $72,182. On a per capita 
basis, receipts averaged $7.69, 9.9 per cent more 
than in 1965. There were 10.5 plants per 100,000 
population, compared with 9.7 for the previous year. 


Receipts increased in all provinces except 
Manitoba which recorded a decrease of 3.5 percent. 
The largest provincial increase occured in British 
Columbia, i.e., 20.5 per cent, followed by Quebec 
with 16.5 per cent, Nova Scotia with 13.7 per cent, 
and Alberta and Saskatchewan with 13.4 per cent 
and 13.1% respectively. The smallest increase was 
feported in Prince Edward Island at 4.2 per cent. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages 
of the total were as follows: dry cleaning 76.2 per 
cent, laundry 16.1 per cent, wholesale laundry and 
dry cleaning 4.6 per cent, rental services 0.5 per 
cent, all other receipts 2.6 per cent. In 1965 these 
percentages were quite similar, i.e., 76.2 per cent, 


16.2 per cent, 4.2 per cent, 0.5 per cent and 2.9 per 
cent, respectively. 


Of the 2,107 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in 1966, 373 plants whose volume of 
business was $100,000 or more obtained 51.1 per 
cent of total receipts, 638 plants whose volume 
ranged from $50,000 to $99,999 obtained 28.7 per 
cent and 510 plants whose volume ranged from 
$30,000 to $49,999 obtained 13.1 per cent. The 
remaining 7.1 per cent of total revenue was obtained 
by 586 plants with a volume of business of less 
than $30,000 in 1966. 


The number of people employed on the average 
during 1966 was 21,379, compared with 19,887 
employedin 1965. Operating expenses of dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants in 1966 amounted to $137,832,748 
an increase of 12.5 per cent over 1965. The ratio of 
operating expenses to receipts was 89.6 per cent, 
compared with 89.5 per cent for 1965. The average 
wage per employee increased by 4.9 per cent from 
$3,137 in 1965 to $3,290 in 1966. Changes from 
1965 to 1966 in the ratios of the individual expense 
items to receipts may be examined in Table 14.

The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 4.6 per cent 
from the previous year. Receipts reached $264, 984,416 
compared with $253,311,429 in 1966. There were 2515165, 
persons employed on the average during 1967, versus 
35,433 in 1966, Salaries and wages paid in 1967 were 
121,769,687 an increase of 4.4 per cent from the 
1966 figure. Throughout this report, salaries and 
wages include those paid to working executives of 
incorporated companies but do not include salaries or 
yithdrawals of proprietors of unincorporated businesses. 
The number of business locations increased by 42 plants 
92,512 in 1967 from 2,470 in 1966. The cost of 
materials and supplies used increased from $24,990, 210 
525,960,123. 


In 1967, receipts from laundry totalled 
eS an increase of 4.5 per cent from 
68,407,711 reported in 1966. Revenue from dry clean- 
ing was $140,488,377 for 1967, slightly higher when

Power Laundries 


The 362 power laundries operating in 1967 
reported receipts totalling $105,256,189 an ith 
crease of 5.9 per cent over the 1966 total of 
$99,421,169 reported by 363 plants. Average 
receipts per plant at $290,763 were 6.2 per eent 
above the 1966 figure. Receipts per capita increased 
by 3.6 per cent, to $5.15 from $4.97 for 1966, while 
the number of plants per 100,000 population remained 
the same at 1.8. Among the provinces and the territo- 
ries, Saskatchewan and British Columbia (including the 
Yukon) showed decreases in receipts of 5.8 per cent, 
and 3.8 per cent respectively. All other regions 
reported an increase in receipts. The largest increase 
was 42.8 per cent for Manitoba followed by 12.7 per 
cent for Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island 
combined, 7.6 per cent for Quebec and 6.5 per cent and 
6.0 per cent for Alberta and Ontario respectively. 
The smallest improvement was recorded for Nova Scotia 
at 2.0 per cent. 


The number of persons employed in power laundries 
on the average was 13,961 for 1967 versus 14,054 for 
1966. Salaries and wages for 1967 amounted to 
$49,091,199 an increase of 5.9 per cent from the 
figure of $46,350,537 reported for 1966. The average 
salary or wage per employee was $3,516 an increase of 
6.6 per cent from the figure calculated for the 
previous year. 


Of their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
37.2 per cent from laundry work (38.8 per cent in 1966), 
13.5 per cent from cleaning (13.4 per cent), 44.6 per 
cent from rental services (42.5 per cent), 3.4 per 
cent from wholesale laundry and dry cleaning Gaimpes 
cent), and 1.3 per cent from all other services. 


The classification of power laundries by size of 
receipts in Table 9 shows that 111 plants with an an- 
nual volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 83.7 
per cent of total receipts, 63 plants with a volume 
ranging from $100,000 to $199,999 accounted for 8.4 
per cent, 70 plants with a volume ranging from 
$50,000 to $99,999 accounted for 4.9 per cent and 
the remaining plants with a volume of less than 
$50,000 accounted for 3,0 per cent. Generally 
speaking, there is little change in these ratios from 
year to year. 


Operating expenses of power laundries amounted to 
$97,627,607 an increase of 5.7 per cent from 1966. 
This represented 92.8 per cent of receipts of power 
laundries, compared with 92.9 per cent for the previous 
year. 


SECTION IL 


Buanderies mécaniques

gement, ont été de 290,763 dollars, ce qui représente une 
augmentation de 6.2 p. 100. Les recettes par téte ont cra de 
3.6 p. 100 passant de 4.97 & 5.15 dollars entre 1966 et 1967, 
tandis que le nombre d'établissements par 100,000 habitants 
est resté le méme (1.8). Les recettes ont augmenté partout au 
Canada, sauf en Saskatchewan et en Colombie-Britannique (dont 
les données englobent celles du yukon) qui signalent des dimi- 
nutions de 5.8 ét 3.8 p. 100 respectivement. Le Manitoba a enre 
gistré la plus forte augmentation (42.8 p. 100). Suivent 
Terre-Neuve et 1'tle-du-Prince-Kdouard (résultats combinés) 
avec 12.7 p. 100, le Québec avec 7.6 p. 100, 1'Alberta avec 
6.5 p. 100 et l'Ontario avec GnOupe LOO Clesiyer Nouvelle- 
Ecosse que l'on a enregistré 1'augmentation la plus faible 
(250 p. 100).

General Summary 


This report deals with the business activities 
of power operated laundries and dry cleaning and dye- 
ing plants. Plants are classified as power laundries 
if the greater part of the revenue is derived from 
laundry work and as dry cleaners and dyers if the 
greater part is from dry cleaning and dyeing. Incon- 
sistent variations, from year to year, for power laun- 
dries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants are due to the 
method of classification, however, the combined data 
of power laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
do show consistent annual changes, 


The combined operations of laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants increased by 2.1 per cent 
between 1967 and 1968, Receipts reached $270, 628,560 
compared with $264,984,416 in 1967. An average of 
34,488 people were employed during 1968 compared with 
o,165 in 1967. Although the average number of em- 
-ployees decreased, salaries and wages paid in 1968 in- 
creased to $124, 605, 691, representing a rise of 2.3 
per cent over the 1967 figure. Throughout this report, 
salaries and wages include those paid to working ex- 
ecutives of incorporated companies but do not include 
salaries or withdrawals of proprietors of unincorpor- 
_ated businesses. 


The number of business locations increased by 42 
plants to 2,554 in 1968 from 2,512 in 1967. The cost 
of materials and supplies used increased from 

$25,960,123 to $26,328,214 in 1968. 


In 1968, receipts from laundry totalled 
$70,908,726, a decrease from $71,509,309 reported in 
1967. Revenue from dry cleaners was $142,401,105 
for 1968, a slight increase when compared with 
$140,488,377 in 1967.

RECEIPTS AND SALARIES OF POWER LAUNDRIES, 
DRY CLEANING AND DYEING PLANTS 
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Exclusive of the receipts for cleaning reported 
by power laundries which have no facilities for dry 
cleaning and receipts of dry cleaning plants using 
both petroleum and synthetic solvents, the combined 
revenue from dry cleaning work performed by power 
laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants was 
$126,774,116. Of this amount $41,193,263 was the re- 
ceipts of 658 plants using petroleum solvents and 
$85,580,853 was the receipts of 1,510 plants using syn- 
thetic solvents (Table 4-A). In Table 4-B receipts for 
cleaning have been summarized back to 1955 which was 
the first year in which such data had been collected. 
The table shows an evident trend from petroleum to the 
use of synthetic solvents. In 1955, 961 plants using 
petroleum solvents only received 76.1 per cent of total 
receipts in comparison to

Power Laundries 


The 378 power laundries operating in 1968 repor- 
ted receipts totalling $108,714,737, an increase one Siac! 
per cent over the 1967 total of $105, 256,189 reported 
by 362 plants. Average receipts per plant at $287,605 
were 1.1 per cent below the 1967 figure. Receipts per 
capita increased by 1.7 per cent, to $5.24 from $5.15 
for 1967, while the number of plants per 100,000 popu- 
lation increased by .1 to 1.9 (Table 6). Among the 
provinces, New Brunswick, Quebec and Manitoba showed 
decreases in receipts of 6.9 per cent, 1.8 per cent, 
and 11.8 per cent respectively. All other regions re- 
ported an increase in receipts, ranging from a high of 
23.4 per cent in Nova Scotia to a low of 3.2 per cent 
in British Columbia, with Newfoundland - Prince Edward 
Island combined, 4 per cent; Ontario, 6.5) per cent; 
Saskatchewan, 14.3 per cent; and Alberta, 9.6 per cent. 


The number of persons employed in power laundries 
on the average was 13,734 for 1968 versus 13,961 for 
1967. Salaries and wages for 1968 amounted to 
$50,311,746, an increase from the figure of $49,091,199 
for 1967. The average salary or wage per employee was 
$3,719 an increase of 5.8 per cent from the figure 
calculated for 1967. 


O£ their total revenue, power laundries obtained 
36.1 per cent from laundry work (37.2 pex cent in 1967), 
12.1 per cent from cleaning (13.5 per cent), 3.8 per 
cent from wholesale laundry and dry cleaning (3.4 per 
cent), 46.6 per cent from rental services (44.6 per 
cent) and 1.4 per cent from All other (1.3 per cent). 


The classification of power laundries by size of 
receipts in Table 9 shows that 112 plants with an annual 
volume of $200,000 or more accounted for 83.5 per cent 
of total receipts, 63 plants with a volume ranging from 
$100,000 to $199,999 accounted for 8.1 per cent, 83 
plants with a volume ranging from $50,000 to $99,999 
accounted for 5.6 per cent and the remaining plants 
with a volume of less than $50,000 accounted for 2.8 
per cent. It will be noted that there is little change 
in these ratios from year to year. 


Operating expenses for power laundries amounted 
to $99,691,699, an increase of 2.1 per cent from 1967. 
This represented 91.7 per cent of receipts of power 
laundries, compared with 92.8 per cent for the previous 
year.

Blanchisseries mécaniques

La moyenne des effectifs employés par les blanchisseries 
mécaniques en 1968 était de 13,734, contre 13,961 en 1967. 
Pour 1968, les rémunérations totalisaient $50,311,746, une aug- 
mentation par rapport aux $49,091,199 de 1967. La rémunération 
moyenne par employé était de $3,719, ce qui représente une 
augmentation de 5.8 p. 100 par rapport aux chiffres établis 
pour 1967. 


L' ensemble des revenus des blanchisseries mécaniques 
provenait pour 36.1 p. 100 de travaux de blanchisserie (37 a2 
p- 100 en 1967), pour 12.1 p. 100 de travaux de nettoyage 
(13.5 p. 100), pour 3.8 p. 100 de blanchisserie et de nettoyage 
3 sec en gros (3.4 p. 100), pour 46.6 p. 100 de services de 
location (44.6 p. 100), et pour 1.4 p. 100 de tous les autres 
services (1.3 p. 100). 


Le classement des blanchisseries mécaniques d'aprés 1'im- 
portance de leurs recettes, qui figure au Tableau 9, indique 
que 112 établissements ayant un volume annuel égal ou supérieur 
a $200,000 se sont partagé 83.5 p. 100 de l'ensemble des re- 
cettes, 63 établissements ayant un volume se situant entre 
$100,000 et $199,999 s'en partageaient 8.1 p. 100, 83 établis- 
sements ayant un volume se situant entre $50,000 et $99 ,999 
s'en partageaient 5.6 p. 100, le reste des établissements, 
dont le volume était inférieur 4 $50,000, se partageant 2.8 
p- 100. On notera que ces rapports varient peu d'une année a 
l'autre. 


Les dépenses d'exploitation des blanchisseries mécani- 
ques atteignent $99 691,699, ce qui constitue une augmentation 
de 2.1 p. 100 par rapport 4 1967. Ce montant représente 91.7 
p- 100 de l'ensemble des recettes des blanchisseries, contre

Dry Cleaning and Dyeing Plants 


The 1968 survey recorded 2,176 plants, 26 more 
than in 1967. Receipts totalled $161,913,823, an in- 
crease of 1.4 per cent over the 1967 figure. The aver- 
age receipts per plant increased by 0.2 per cent to 
$74,409 from $74,292. On a per capita basis, receipts 
averaged $7.80, 0.4 per cent less than in 1967. There 
wer2 12.8 plants per 100,000 population, compared with 
10.5 for the previous year. 


Receipts increased in all provinces except Quebec 
which showed a decrease of 1.6 per cent. The largest 
provincial increase was 14.5 per cent in New Brunswick 
followed by Nova Scotia with 8.9 per cent, Newfoundland 
with 7.6 per cent, Prince Edward Island with 5.7 per 
cent, Alberta with 3.8 per cent, Saskatchewan with 3.2 
per cent, British Columbia with 2.8 per cent, and 
Manitoba with 1.2 per cent. The smallest increase was 
reported in Ontario at 1.0 per cent. 


Receipts by source, expressed as percentages of 
the total were as follows: dry cleaning 76.7 per cent, 
laundry 16.2 per cent, wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing 3.9 per cent, rental services 0.8 per cent, all 
other receipts 2.4 per cent. In 1967 these percentages 
were quite similar with the following: 75.7 per cent, 
17.2 per cent, 4.2 per cent, 0.4 per cent, and 2.5 per 
cent respectively. 


Of the 2,176 dry cleaning and dyeing plants oper- 
ating in 1968, 373 plants whose volume of business was 
$100,000 or more obtained 49.6 per cent of total re- 
ceipts, 699 plants whose volume ranged from $50,000 to 
$99,999 obtained 30.7 per cent and 551 plants whose 
volume ranged from $30,000 to $49,999 obtained 13.7 
per cent. The remaining 6.5 per cent of total revenue 
was obtained by 553 plants with a volume of business 
of less than $30,000 in 1968. 


The number of people employed on the average 
during 1968 was 20,754, compared with 21,204 employed 
in 1967. Operating expenses of dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants in 1968 amounted to $146,734,550, an increase 
of 1.5 per cent over 1967. The ratio of operating 
expenses to receipts was 90.6 per cent, compared with 
90.5 per cent in 1967. The average wage per employee 
increased by 4.4 per cent from $3,428 in 1967 to $3,580 
in 1968. Changes from 1967 to 1968 in the ratios of 
the individual expense items to receipts may be examined 
in Table 14.

POWER LAUNDRIES, DRY CLEANING AND 
DYEING PLANTS 


1969 


Methodology 


Historically, the annual report cover- 
ing this industry has been based upon a 100% 
survey of all firms. In 1969, however, it 
was decided to attempt a sample survey and 
this publication represents the results of 
that undertaking. Owing to recognized lLlim- 
itations inherent in the sampling precedure, 
much of the finite detail presented in earlier 
publications is not publishable for 1969, 
We have, however, attempted to link the 
selected 1969 data to previous years at the 
Canada level in such a manner as to permit 
valid comparisons to be made over the decade. 


All power laundries with 1968 receipts 
of more than $1 million were included in the 
1969 sample and a random sample was selected 
from those whose 1968 receipts fell below 
that amount. The dry cleaning sample included 
all firms with 1968 receipts of over $200, 000 
and a random sample was taken of the remain- 
der. 


A full-coverage survey will be rein- 
stated for 1970 and finite detail will be 
published which will be completely compa- 
rable with previous years. 


Laundries 


Total receipts by laundries operating 
in Canada in 1969 were estimated at $111,309,- 
989, up 2.4% from the $108,714,737 reported 
in 1968. This was the smallest annual 
increase of the decade, the largest being 
10.9% in 1966 from 1965. 1969 receipts were 
90.7% higher than those reported in 1960. 


As can readily be seen in table 2, 
here has been a steady trend during the 
960's away from concentration on laundering 
iS a source of revenue to the provision of 
rental services. While laundry provided 
10.3% of the total receipts in 1960 and rent- 
11 services accounted for 28.0%, by 1969 the 
‘igures were 33.9% from laundry and 48.4% 
‘rom rental services. The percentages of to- 
al revenue derived from cleaning, wholesale 
aundry and dry cleaning, and other services 
emained relatively unchanged over the period, 
ccounting for 12.3%, 4.1% and 1.3% respec- 
ively in 1969.

Méthodologie 


Du point de vue chronologique, le rapport 
annuel sur cette branche d'activité se fonde sur 
l'étude exhaustive de toutes les entreprises concer- 
nées. Cependant, en 1969, on a décidé d'entrepren- 
dre une enquéte fragmentaire, dont les résultats 
figurent dans la présente publication. Etant donné 
les limitations propres aux techniques du sondage, 
il n'a pas été possible de publier cette année la 
plupart des détails définis qui paraissent dans les 
publications précédentes. Nous avons toutefois 
essayé de relier les données choisies en 1969 a 
celles des années précédentes, de facgon A permettre 
des comparaisons valides entre les données pendant 
toute la décennie et pour tout le pays. 


L'échantillon de 1969 comprend toutes les 
buanderies mécaniques dont les recettes de 1968 
ont dépassé un million de dollars et on a choisi 
un €échantillon au hasard des entreprises dont les 
recettes de 1968 étaient inférieures A un million 
de dollars. L'échantillon des établissements de 
nettoyage a sec comprend toutes les entreprises 
dont les recettes de 1968 ont dépassé $200,000, 
et un sondage au hasard des autres.

Buanderies 


Les recettes des buanderies qui fonctionnaient 
au Canada en 1969 ont totalisé $111,309,589, soit 
une augmentation de 2.4% par rapport au total de 
1968 qui avait été de $108,714,737. La progression 
de 1968 4 1969 est la plus faible de la décennie, 
la plus importante étant celle de 1965 A 1966, 
soit 10.9%. Les recettes de 1969 ont été plus 
élevées de 60.7% par rapport a celles de 1960. 


Le Tableau 2 indique bien la tendance 
constante qui s'est manifesté au cours des années 
60: on est passé d'une spécialisation en 
blanchissage comme source de revenus a la prestation 
de services de location. Tandis que 50.3% des 
recettes de 1960 provenaient du blanchissage et 
28% des services de location, ces pourcentages 
étaient de 33.9% et 48.4% respectivement en 1969. 
Les pourcentages des recettes totales du nettoy- 
age, du blanchissage et du nettoyage a sec en 
gros et d'autres services, n'ont que peu varié 
pendant cette période, et ils représentent res- 
pectivement 12.3%, 4.1% et 1.3% en 1969. 


Total operating costs in 1969 were 
estimated at $102,166,620, an increase of 
2.5% from the $99,691,699 reported in 1968. 
Increases in salaries and wages, the Cosic OF 
materials and supplies used, and the total 
cost of fuel and electricity were partially 
offset by a 3.7% decrease in all other opera- 
ting expenses. 


The relationship of the various expense 
items to the total annual receipts has shown 
little change over the decade and total 
expenses amounted to O1.8% of otal Leceupes 
in 1969, as compared to 91.7% in 1968 and 
92.5% in 1960. 


Dry Cleaning and yeing Plants 


Total receipts by dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants were estimated at $164,669 ,453 
in 1969, up 1.7% from the Slot. 9 13023 
reported in 1968. This rate of growth was 
substantially lower than the average annual 
rate of 6.1% since 1960. With the exception 
of 1962, the industry grew at a rapid rate 
from 1961 to 1966 which had the highest 
annual increase of 12.4%. From 1967, the 
growth slowed markedly. The total effect 
of these increases throughout the decade was 
to leave the 1969 receipts at a level 74.8% 
higher than the $94,213,959 reported in 1960. 


Dry cleaning continued throughout the 
decade to be the major source of revenue, 
accounting for 79.1% of the total receipts 
in 1969. Laundry continued to be the second 
largest source, accounting for 14.8% of the 
EGtal TnL O9s 


Total operating costs in 1969 were 
estimated at $148,321,644, up 1.1% from the 
$146,734,550 reported in 1968. All expense 
items showed increases with the exception 
of salaries and wages, which were down by 
0.3%. Total expenses amounted to 90.1% of 
the total receipts in 1969 as compared to 
90.6% in 1968.

General Summary 


This report deals with the business 
activities of power operated laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants. Plants are 
classified as power laundries if the greater 
part of their revenue is derived from laundry 
work or if the greater part of their revenue 
is derived from rental services, where it is 
evidenced that the plant does its ow 
laundry of the items rented. Plants are 
classified as dry cleaners and dyers if the 
greater part of their revenue is derived 
from dry cleaning and dyeing. There are 
inconsistent variations from year to year for 
power laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants due to the method of classification; 
however, the combined data for the two 
classifications do show consistent annual 
changes. 


Note: The full-coverage nature of this survey 
was interrupted in 1969 when a sampling 
technique was used. The present publi- 
cation sees a return to the full- 
coverage method. As the sampling 
method prevented the publication of 
certain series in 1969, we have chosen 
to publish all comparative statistical 
tables in this publication on the basis 
of 1968 data. References will be made 
to 1969 estimates throughout the 
textual material but those wishing the 
complete set of published estimates 
are advised to order the 1969 publica- 
tion of Power Laundries, Dry Cleaning 
and Dyeing Plants. 


There were a total of 2,556 power 
laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
Operating in Canada in 1970, an increase of 
2 from 1968, and together these generated 
$260,096,144 in revenue, down 3.9 % from 
1968 and down 5.8 % from the estimated 
revenue for 1969. All provinces showed 
1970 revenues down from 1968 with declines 
ranging from 0.1 % in Manitoba to 12.7 % 
in Saskatchewan. 


Total employment declined 15.3 % from 
1968 to 29,224 in 1970, while total salaries 
and wages dropped by 4.7 %, reflecting an 
increase in the average wage. 


Laundry revenue fell from $70,908, 726 
in 1968 to $60,610,280 in 1970. Of the 1970 
total, 64.8 % was generated by power laun- 
dries, while the remaining 35.2 % was gene- 
tated by dry cleaning and dyeing plants. 
Dry cleaning receipts totalled $136, 710,079 
in 1970, down from $142,401,105 in 1968. Of 
the 1970 total, 91.3 % was done by dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants, while the 


SECTION I 


Généralités 


Ce bulletin traite des activités commerciales 
des blanchisseries mécaniques et des établissements 
de nettoyage 4 sec et de teinture.

Power Laundries 


The 359 power laundries operating in 
Canada during 1970 reported total revenue of 
$107,773,166, down 0.9 % from the $108,714, 737 
reported in 1968 and down 3.2 % from the 
$111,309,589 estimated for 1969. While the 
number of plants decreased by 5.0 % from the 
378 operating in 1968, the average receipts 
per plant increased by 4.4 % to $300,204 in 
1970. Based on population estimates, the 
1970 receipts per capita declined 3.8 % from 
1968 to $5.04 in 1970 while the number of 
plants per 100,000 population declined by 
5.6 % over the same period to 1.7 in 1970. 
Provincial changes from 1968 to 1970 ranged 
from a decrease of 32.8 % in Newfoundland and 
Prince Edward Island to an increase of 34.8 % 
in Nova Scotia. In both of these extreme 
cases it should be noted that a substantial 
amount of the change reflects re-classifica- 
tion of plants between the power laundries 
and the dry cleaning and dyeing plants classi- 
fications. Among the other provinces, power 
laundry receipts showed general declines from 
the 1968 levels in all cases, with the excep- 
tion of Ontario, which showed an increase of 
10.6 %. Receipts were down 18.8 % in New 
Brunswick, 12.8 % in Quebec, 9.5 % in British 
Columbia (including the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories), 5.8 % in Saskatchewan, 1.8 % 
in Alberta, and 1.2 % in Manitoba. 


Of the total receipts reported by Cana- 
dian power laundries in 1970, 33.0 % were 
derived from laundry services, a drop from 
the 36.1 % reported in 1968 and the 33.9 % 
estimated for 1969. Rental services, which 
in 1960 accounted for only 28.0 % of total 
receipts, increased steadily over the decade 
and, by 1970, accounted for 51.5 %. Dry 
cleaning accounted for 10.9 % of the 1970 
total, while wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing accounted for 3.6 %. Receipts from all 
other sources, including dyeing, storage, etc. 
represented 1.0 % of the national total. 
Provincially, the maritime provinces showed 
a much higher concentration in laundry with 
relatively little in the way of rental ser- 
vices. Ontario had the lowest concentration 
in laundry (30.4 % of total receipts) and the 
highest concentration in rental services 
(59.1 % of total receipts) of any single 
Province. 


In 1968, 112 plants, representing 
29.6 % of the total number of plants in 
Canada, had receipts in excess of $200,000 
and these plants were responsible for 83.5 % 
of the total revenue generated in Canada. 


SECTION ITI 


Blanchisseries mécaniques 


Les 359 blanchisseries mécaniques qui fonc- 
tionnaient au Canada en 1970 ont déclaré des 
recettes totales de $107,773,166, soit une diminu- 
tion de 0.9 % par rapport au total de 1968 qui 
était de $108,714,737 et une diminution de 3.2 % 
Par rapport aux estimations de 1969 qui atteignaient 
$111,309,589. Bien que les 378 établissements qui 
fonctionnaient en 1968 aient diminué de 5.0 %, les 
recettes moyennes par établissement ont augmenté 
de 4.4 % en 1970 pour atteindre $300,204. Selon 
les chiffres estimatifs de population, les recettes 
par habitant en 1970 ont diminué de 3.8 % depuis 
1968, pour atteindre $5.04 par personne, tandis que 
le nombre d'établissements par 100,000 habitants 
diminuait de 5.6 % au cours de la méme période pour 
atteindre 1.7 établissement par 100,000 habitants 
en 1970. De 1968 4 1970 les variations par pro- 
vince se situent entre une baisse de 32.8 % A 
Terre-Neuve et a 1'Ile-du-Prince-Edouard et une 
augmentation de 34.8 % en Nouvelle-Ecosse. Pour 
ces deux cas extrémes, il faut tenir compte de ce 
qu'une partie importante de ces variations reléve 
du passage de certains établissements de la classe 
des blanchisseries mécanisées A celle des établis- 
sements de nettoyage 4 sec et de teinture et 
inversement. Dans les autres provinces, les 
recettes ont subi, dans tous les cas, une baisse

de 1.8 % en Alberta et de 1.2 % au Manitoba. 


En 1970, 33.0 % des recettes totales décla- 
rées par les blanchisseries mécanisées canadiennes 
proviennent des services de blanchissage, soit une 
baisse par rapport a la proportion de 36.1 % enre- 
gistrée en 1968 et la proportion estimative de 
33.9 % pour 1969. Les services de location qui, 
en 1960, représentaient 28.0 % des recettes totales 
ont augmenté réguliérement jusqu'en 1970 ot ils 
représentent 51.5 % Le nettoyage a sec représen- 
tait 10.9 % des recettes totales en 1970 la blan- 
chisserie et le nettoyage 4 sec de gros 3.6 %. 

Les recettes provenant de toutes les autres sources, 
y compris la teinture et l'entreposage, représen- 
tent 1.0 % du total national. Au niveau des pro- 
vinces, on trouve dans les provinces maritimes une 
concentration beaucoup plus grande en blanchissage 
et relativement peu de location.

En 1968, 112 établissements, représentant

In 1970 there were 113 plants in thasmecate- 
gory, representing 31.5 % of the total number 
of plants in Canada and their receipts repre- 
sented 84.4 % of the Canada total. In 7/0), 
64.3 % of all plants belonged to incorporated 
companies as compared to 60.1 Zin 1968. 


In 1970, power laundries employed 
11,795 persons, a drop of 14.1 % from 1968. 
Salaries and wages dropped by only 0.4 % over 
the same period, reflecting an increase over 
the two-year period of 16.0 % in the average 
wage to $4,248 per employee in I/O 


Salaries and wages in 1970, at 
$50,102,464, remained the highest single item 
of expense for power laundries, amounting to 
46.5 % of total receipts, up slightly from 
46.3 % in 1968. The cost of fuel and elec- 
tricity represented 3.0 % of total revenue in 
1970, up from 2.8 % in 1968, while the cost 
of materials used dropped from 8.0 % of total 
revenue in 1968 to 6.6 % in 1970. All other 
operating expenses increased over the two- 
year period from 34.6 % of total revenue to 
35.7 % in 1970. Total expenses in 1970 
amounted to $98,956,559 or 91.8 % of total 
revenue, as compared to 91.7 % in 1968. 
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comptait 113 établissements, soit 31.5 % des éta- 
blissements canadiens et leurs recettes représen- 
taient 84.4 % des recettes totales au Canada dans 
ce domaine. En 1970, 64.3 % des établissements 
appartenaient a des entreprises constituées en 
corporation contre 60.1 % en 1968.

En 1970, les traitements et salaires demeu- 
raient le poste de dépenses le plus élevé 
($50,102,464) pour les blanchisseries mécanisées 
et représentaient 46.5 % des recettes totales, soit 
une légére augmentation par rapport aux 46.3 % de 
1968.

Dry Cleaning and Dyeing Plants 


The 2,197 dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants operating in Canada in 1970 re- 
ported total receipts of $152,322,978, a 
drop of 5.9 % from the $161,913,823 reported 
by the 2,176 plants operating in 1968, and 
down 7.5 % from the $164,669,453 estimated 
for 1969. The 1970 receipts were higher 
than 1968 in Newfoundland (up 2.1 %) and 
Manitoba (up 0.4 %). All other provinces 
showed decreases ranging from 3.4 % in 
British Columbia (including the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories) to 12.6 % in Nova 
Scotia and 15.2 % in Saskatchewan. 


Receipts per plant averaged $69,332 
in 1970, a decrease of 6.8 % from 1968, 
while receipts per capita, based on 
population estimates decreased by 8.6 %, 
from $7.00) in 1968 to $7.13 in 1970-2 While 
the total number of plants in Canada increa- 
sed by 1.0 % over the two-year period, the 
number of plants per 100,000 population fell

Dry cleaning continued to provide the 
main source of revenue, accounting for 
80.2 % of all revenues reported in 1970. 
Laundry receipts accounted for 13.7 % of 
the total, wholesale laundry and dry clean- 
ing for 2.1 %, rental services for a negli- 
geable 0.7 %, and all other sources, 
including dyeing and storage, for 3.3 %. 
There was a considerable degree of variation 
from province to province, with dry clean- 
iples ekereXohvnmersaves sneys) els ilstieislle Gus) Sin 4 ir 
total revenue in Manitoba while accounting 
for 98.5 % of total revenue in Prince 
Edward Island. 


In 1968, 373 plants, representing 
17.1 % of the total number of plants in 
Canada, had receipts in excess of $100,000 
and these generated 49.6 % of the industry's 
total revenue. In 1970 the number of plants 
in this receipt category declined to 346, or 


15.7 % of the total number of plants operating 


in Canada, and these generated 47.5 % of the 
total revenue. In 1970, 50.7 % of all plants 
belonged to incorporated companies as compa- 
red tol //15e 1n 1966. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants employed 
17,429 workers in 1970, down 16.1 % from the 
20,754 employed in 1968. Salaries and wages 
dropped 7.6 % between the same two years, 
reflecting a 10.0 % increase in the average 
salary or wage to $3,939 in 1970. 


SECTION III 


Etablissements de nettoyage a sec et de teinture 


Les 2,197 établissements de nettoyage a sec 
et de teinture qui fonctionnaient au Canada en 
1970 ont enregistré des recettes totales de

Le blanchissage représente 13.7 % des 
recettes totales, le blanchissage et le nettoyage 
a sec en gros représentant 2.1%, les services de 
locations 0.7 % seulement et toutes les autres

En 1968, 373 établissements, soit 17.1 % des 
établissements canadiens, avaient des recettes 
supérieures a $100,000, pour une proportion de 
49.6 % des recettes totales de l'industrie. En 
1970, le nombre d'établissements est passé a 346, 
soit 15.7 % du nombre total des établissements 
qui fonctionnaient au Canada et constituait 47.5% 
des recettes totales. En 1970, 50.7 % des 
établissements appartenaient a des entreprises 
constituées en corporation, contre 47.8 % en 1968.

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Salaries and wages in 1970, at 
$68,656,669, were the largest single expense 
item, amounting to 45.1 % of total revenue, 
but were relatively lower than in 1968, when 
they constituted 45.9 % of total revenue. 

The total cost of fuel and electricity re- 
presented 3.7 % of total revenue, up slightly 
from 3.6 % in 1968, while the cost of mate- 
rials used dropped slightly from 10.9 % of 
total revenue in 1968 to 10.7 % in 1970. 

All other expenses rose to 32.3 % of 

total revenue in 1970 from 30.2 % in 1968. 
Total expenses in 1970 amounted to 
$139,855,792, or 91.8 % of total revenue, 

as compared to 90.6 % in 1968. There were 
substantial variations in the total expense/ 
total revenue ratios between provinces and 
size groups, with some groups showing overall 
losses for the year in 1970.

SECTION I 


General Summary 


This report deals with the business 
activities of power operated laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants. Plants are 
classified as power laundries if the greater 
part of their revenue is derived from laundry 
work or if the greater part of their revenue 
is derived from rental services, where it is 
evidenced that the plant does its own laundry 
of the items rented. Plants are classified 
as dry cleaners and dyers if the greater part 
of their revenue is derived from dry cleaning 
and dyeing. There are inconsistent variations 
from year to year for power laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants due to the method 
of classification; however, the combined data 
for the two classifications do show consistent 
annual changes. 


It should be noted that comparable 1971 
power laundry and dry cleaning data will not 
be available because the program was not 
conducted for that year. For 1971, some 
limited data will be available in the 1971 
publications of the Census of Merchandising 
and Services. The 1972 results have therefore 
been compared to the published 1970 figures. 


There were a total of 2,450 power 
laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
Operating in Canada in 1972, a decrease of 
106 from 1970 and together these generated 
$257,989,342 in revenue, down 0.8% from 1970. 
Provincial changes from 1970 to 1972 ranged 
from a decrease of 7.2% in Newfoundland and 
Prince Edward Island (combined) to an increase 
ef 2.3% in Nova Scotia. 


The number of paid employees in 1970 
was reported at 25,029 with salaries and wages 
of $115,000,754. It should be noted that 
employment data is not comparable between the 
two years. For the year 1970, respondents 
were asked to report the number of paid 
employees receiving pay during the last pay 
period of each month while in 1972 employment 
Was reported for the last complete week of 
September or closest pay period. For part- 
time employees, respondents were asked to 
report based on work week equivalents, using 
40 hours as the standard work week, e.g. 3 
part-time employees working 12 hours per week 
equaled 1 full-time employee. 


Laundry revenue decreased from 
$60,610, 280 in 1970 to $58,966,367 in 1972. 
Of the total 1972 laundry revenue, 67.9% 
was generated by power laundries, while the 
remaining 32.1% was generated by dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants. Dry cleaning receipts in 
1972 totalled $131,576,429, a decrease from

Exclusive of the receipts for dry 
cleaning reported by power laundries which 
have no facilities for dry cleaning and 
receipts of dry cleaning plants using both 
petroleums and synthetic solvents, the 
combined revenue from dry cleaning work 
performed by power laundries and dry cleaning 
and dyeing plants was $120,097,226. Of this 
amount, $34,956,694 was reported by 586 plants 
using petroleum only, while $85,140,532 was 
reported by 1,542 plants using synthetic 
solvents only (Table 5A).

SECTION II 


Power Laundries 


The 336 power laundries operating in 
Canada during 1972 reported total revenue of 
$113,950,912, up 5.7% from the $107, 773,166 
reported in 1970. While the number of plants 
decreased by 6.4% from the 359 operating in 
1970; the average receipts per plant increased 
by 13.0% to $339,140 in 1972. Based on popula- 
tion estimates, the 1972 receipts per capita 
increased 3.6% from 1970 to $5.22 in 1972 
while the number of plants per 100,000 popula- 
tion declined by 11.8% over the same period to 
1.5 in 1972 (Table 7). 


Of the total 1972 receipts reported by 
power laundries, 52.2% was generated from the 
provision of rental services, followed by 
laundry (32.7%) and dry cleaning services at 
11.0%. Wholesale laundry and dry cleaning and 
all other services accounted for the remaining 
4.1% of total operating receipts. Provin- 
cially, the maritime provinces showed a much 
higher concentration in laundry with relatively 
little in the way of rental services. Ontario 
had the lowest concentration in laundry (27.1% 
of total receipts) and the highest concentra- 
tion in rental services (62.6% of total 
receipts) of any single province. 


In 1970, 113 plants, representing 31.5% 
of the total number of plants in Canada, had 
receipts in excess of $200,000 and these 
plants were responsible for 84.4% of the 
total revenue generated in Canada. In 1972 
there were 113 plants in this category, re- 
presenting 33.6% of the total number of 
plants in Canada and their receipts repre- 
sented 86.6% of the Canada total. In 1972, 
67.6% of all plants belonged to incorporated 
companies as compared to 64.3% in 1970. 


The number of paid employees as of the 
last week of September or closest pay period 
totalled 10,506 and included 3,695 males and 
6,811 females. Salaries and wages amounted 
to $52,076,883 an increase of 3.9% over the 
1970 figure. The average salary and wage per 
paid employee in 1972 was calculated at 
$4,957. 


Salaries and wages in 1972 at 
$52,076,883, remained the highest single 
item of expense for power laundries, amount- 
ing to 45.7% of total receipts, down slightly 
from 46.5% in 1970. The cost of fuel and elec- 
tricity represented 3.1% of total revenue in 
1972, up from 3.0% in 1970 while the cost of 
materials used dropped from 6.6% of total rev- 
enue in 1970 to 5.7% in 1972. All other 
operating expenses increased over the two-year 
Period from 35.7% of total revenue to 37.5% in 
1972. Total expenses in 1972 amounted to 
$104, 833,734 or 92.0% of total revenue, as 
compared to 91.8% in 1970. 


Buanderies mécaniques 


Les 336 buanderies mécaniques exploitées au 
Canada en 1972 ont déclaré des recettes totales de 
$113,950,912, soit une augmentation de 5.7 % par 
rapport au total de 1970 qui était de $107,773,166. 
Bien que le nombre d'établissements ait diminué de 
6.4 % par rapport & celui de 1970 (359), les re- 
cettes moyennes par établissements ont augmenté de 
13.0 % en 1972 pour atteindre $339,140. Selon les 
chiffres estimatifs de population, les recettes par 
habitant en 1972 ont augmenté de 3.6 % depuis 1970, 
pour atteindre $5.22 par personne, tandis que le 
nombre d'établissements par 100,000 habitants a 
diminué de 11.8 % au cours de la méme période pour 
atteindre 1.5 établissement par 100,000 habitants 
en 1972 (tableau 7). 


En 1972, 52.2 % des recettes totales déclarées 
par les buanderies mécaniques provenaient de la 
prestation de services de location, 32.7 % de la 
blanchisserie et 11.0 % du nettoyage a sec. La 
blanchisserie et le nettoyage A sec de gros et tous 
les autres services rendaient compte du reste 
(4.1 %) des recettes totales d'exploitation. Au 
niveau des provinces, les recettes des provinces 
maritimes provenaient surtout du blanchissage et 
relativement peu de location. En Ontario, au con- 
traire, le blanchissage a fourni la proportion la 
plus faible des recettes (27.1 % du total) tandis 
que les services de location ont fourni la propor- 
tion la plus élévée (62.6 % des recettes totales). 


En 1970, 113 établissements, représentant 
31.5 % des établissements canadiens ont eu des 
recettes supérieures 4 $200,000; ces établissements 
ont intervenu pour 84.4 % des recettes totales 
enregistrées au Canada dans ce domaine. En 1972, 
cette catégorie comptait 113 établissements, soit 
33.6 % des établissements canadiens, et leurs re- 
cettes représentaient 86.6 % des recettes totales 
au Canada dans ce domaine. En 1972, 67.6 % des 
établissements appartenaient 4 des entreprises 
constituées en corporation contre 64.3 % en 1970. 


Le nombre d'employés rémunérés au cours de 
la derniére semaine de septembre ou de la période 
de paye la plus rapprochée a atteint 10,506 emplo- 
yés, dont 3,695 hommes et 6,811 femmes. Les ré- 
munérations se sont chiffrées a $52,076,883, ce 
qui représente une augmentation de 3.9 % par rap- 
port aux chiffres de 1970. En 1972, la rémunéra- 
tion moyenne s'établissait a $4,957. 


En 1972, les rémunérations demeuraient le 
poste de dépenses le plus élevé ($52,076,883) pour 
les buanderies mécaniques atteigant 45.7 % du 
total des recettes, soit une légére diminution par 
rapport aux 46.5 % de 1970. Le cofit du combusti- 
ble et de 1'électricité atteignait 3.1 % des recet- 
tes totales en 1972, soit une augmentation par 
rapport aux 3.0 % de 1970 tandis que le cout des 
mati@res et fournitures passait de 6.6 % des re- 
cettes totales en 1970, & 5.7 %Z en 1972. Toutes 
les autres dépenses d'exploitation ont augmenté 
depuis deux ans, passant de 35.7 % des recettes to- 
tales en 1970 & 37.5 %. Le total des dépenses en 
1972 s'est chiffré a $104,833,734, soit 92.0 % des 
recettes totales contre 91.8 % en 1970.

SECTION III 


Dry Cleaning and Dyeing Plants 


The 2,114 dry cleaning and dyeing plants 
operating in Canada in 1972 reported total 
receipts of $144, 038,430, a drop of 5.4% from 
the $152, 322,978 reported by the 2,197 plants 
operating in 1970. The 1972 receipts were 
higher than 1970 in New Brunswick Cup; 1-27). 
All other provinces showed decreases ranging 
from 4.4% in Newfoundland to 23.0% in Prince 
Edward Island. 


Receipts per plant averaged $68,135 in 

1972, a decrease of 1.7% from 1970, while 
receipts per capita, based on population 
estimates decreased by 7.4%, from $7.13 in 
1970 to $6.60 in 1972. The total number of 
plants in Canada decreased by 3.8% over the 
two-year period, the number of plants per 
100,000 population fell by o75 C609.) in 
17 2. 


Dry cleaning continued to provide the 
nain source of revenue, accounting for 81.3% 
of all revenues reported in 1972. Laundry 
receipts accounted for 12.7% of the total 
wholesale laundry and dry cleaning for 1.7%, 
rental services for a negligeable 0.8%, and 
all other sources, including dyeing and 
storage, for 3.5%. There was a considerable 
legree of variation from province to province. 


In 1970, 346 plants, representing 15.7% 
'f the total number of plants in Canada, had 
eceipts in excess of $100,000 and these 
enerated 47.5% of the industry's total 
evenue. In 1972 the number of plants in this 
eceipt category declined to 298 or 14.1% of 
he total number of plants operating in 
anada, and these generated 45.0% of the total 
evenue. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants reported 
4,523 employees as of the last complete week 
£ September, 1972 or closest pay period, 
nsisting of 5,021 males and 9,502 females. 
ilaries and wages totalled $62,923,871, a 
»erease of 8.4% from the 1970 figure. 


Salaries and wages were the largest 
ngle expense item, amounting to 43.7% of 
e 1972 total revenue, but were relatively 
wer than in 1970 when they constituted 45.1% 
total revenue (Table 14). The total cost 
fuel and electricity represented 4.0% of 
tal revenue, up from 3.7% in 1970, while 
€ cost of materials used remained unchanged 
10.7%. All other expenses rose to 32.4% 
‘total revenue in 1972 from 32.3% in 1970.

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General Summary 


This report deals with the business activities of 
power operated laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants. Plants are classified as power laundries if 
the greater part of their revenue is derived from 
laundry work or if the greater part of their revenue 
is derived from rental services, where it is eviden- 
ced that the plant does its own laundry of the items 
rented. Plants are classified as dry cleaners and 
dyers if the greater part of their revenue is derived 
from cleaning and dyeing. There are inconsistent va- 
riations from year to year for power laundries and dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants due to the method of clas- 
sification; however, the combined data for the two 
classifications do show consistent annual changes. 


It should be noted that comparable 1971 power 
laundry and dry cleaning data will not be available be- 
Cause the program was not conducted for that year. For 
1971, some limited data will be available in the 1971 
publications of the Census of Merchandising and Ser- 
vices. 


There were a total of 2,532 power laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants Operating in Canada in 
1973, an increase of 82 from 1972 and together these 
generated $282.4 million in revenue, up 9.5% from 1972. 
[he number of paid employees in 1973 was reported at 
25,298 including 22,167 full-time and 3,131 part-time 


employees drawing salaries and wages amounting to $123.4 
nillion. 


It should be noted that employment data is not 
-omparable between 1972 and 1973. For 1972, respondents 
ere asked to report the number of male and female em- 
loyees for the last complete week of September or 
‘losest Pay period. Part-time employees were reported 
ased on work week equivalents, using 40 hours as the 
tandard work week, e.g., 3 part-time employees working 
2 hours per week equalled one full-time employee. In 
973 employment was shown for full and part-time em- 
loyees as of the last complete week of September. 


Laundry revenue increased from $59.0 million in 
9aeto $61.2 million in 1973. Of the total 1973 laun- 
ry revenue, 69.0% was generated by power laundries, 
hile the remaining 31.0% was generated by dry cleaning 
id dyeing plants. Dry cleaning receipts in 1973 to- 
alled $136.9 million, an increase from the $131.6 mil- 
ion reported in 1972.

The 339 power laundries operating in Canada 
during 1973 reported total revenues of $132.7 million, 
up 16.4% from the $114.0 reported in 1972 (Table 7). 
Average receipts per plant increased by 15.3% from 
$339,000 in 1972 to $391,000 in 1973. Based upon pop- 
ulation estimates, receipts per capita in 1973 were 
estimated at $6.01, an increase of 15.1% over the 1972 
figure. 


Of the total 1973 receipts reported by power 
laundries, 57.1% was generated from the provision of 
rental services, followed by laundry (24.7%) and dry 
cleaning services at 8.62. Wholesale laundry and dry 
cleaning and all other services accounted for the re- 
maining 9.627 of total Operating receipts. 


In 1972, 113 plants, representing 33.6% of the 
total number of plants in Canada, had receipts in 
excess of $200,000 and these plants were responsible 
for 86.6% of the total revenue generated in Canada. 
In 1973 there were 124 plants in this category, re- 
presenting 36.6% of the total number of plants in 
Canada and their receipts represented 88.0% of the 
Canada total. 


The number of paid employees as of the last week 
9£ September totalled 11,160 and included 684 part- 
time and 10,476 full-time. Salaries and wages amount- 
ed to $59.1 million, an increase of 13.5% over the 1972 
‘igure. The average salary and wage per paid employee 
n 1973 was calculated at $5,000. 


Salaries and wages in 1973 at $59.1 million re- 
ained the highest single item of expense for power 
aundries, amounting to 44.6% of total receipts, down 
lightly from 45.7% in 1972. The cost of fuel and 
lectricity represented 3.4% of total revenue in 1973 
p from 3.1% in 1972 while the cost of materials used 
ropped from 5.7% of total revenue in LOT 28bOwDS52 In 
973. Total expenses in 1973 amounted to $119.4 mil- 


ion or 90.0% of total revenue, as compared to 92.0% 
n 1972. 


Average receipts for the 223 incorporated plants 
is calculated at $568,000 for 1973. Total operating 
‘pemses amounted to 90.4% of reported receipts includ- 
ig Salaries and wages (44.9%), fuel and electricity 
.2%), materials and supplies (5.3%) and all other 
erating expenses (37.0%). Unincorporated plants 
owed average receipts per plant of $52,000 and oper- 
ing expenses as 82.9% of total receipts (Table 11).

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Dry Cleaning and Dyeing Plants 


The 2,193 dry cleaning and dyeing plants oper- 
ating in Canada in 1973 reported total receipts of 
$149.7 million, an increase of 4.0% from the $144.0 
million reported by the 2,114 plants operating in 1972. 
Receipts per plant averaged $68,000 in both 1972 and 
1973, while receipts per capita, based on population 
estimates, increased by 2.7% from $6.60 in 1972 to 
$6.78 in 1973. The total number of plants in Canada 
increased by 3.7% over the one-year period, the number 
of plants per 100,000 population increased by 2.1% to 
a9) in 1973. 


Dry cleaning continued to provide the main source 
of revenue, accounting for 80.8% of all revenues re- 
ported in 1973. Laundry receipts accounted for 12.12 
of the total, wholesale laundry and dry cleaning for 
3.1%, rental services for a negligible 0.7% and all 
other sources, including dyeing and storage.) for 3.37. 
There was a considerable degree of variation from 
province to province. 


In 1972, 298 plants, representing 14.1% of the 
total number of plants in Canada, had receipts in ex- 
cess of $100,000 and these generated 45.0% of the in- 
dustry's total revenue. In 1973 the number of plants 
in this receipt category increased to 329 or 15.0% of 
the total number of plants operating in Canada, and 
these generated 44.8% of the total revenue. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants reported 14,138 
employees as of the last complete week of September 
1973 and included 2,447 part-time and 11,691 full-time 
employees. Salaries and wages totalled $64.3 million, 
an increase of 2.2% from the 1972 figure. 


Salaries and wages were the largest single ex- 
pense item, amounting to 42.9% of the 1973 total reve- 
nue, but were relatively lower than in 1972 when they 
constituted 43.7% of total revenue (Table 14). The 
total cost of fuel and electricity represented 4.3% of 
total revenue, up from 4.0% in 1972, while the cost of 
materials and supplies used increased by 5.2% between 
the two years. All other expenses decreased to 30.6% 
of total revenue in 1973 from 32.3% in 1972. Total 
expenses in 1973 amounted to $132.8 million or 88.72 
of total revenue, as compared to 90.8% in 1972. 


In 1973, 51.7% of all dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants were shown to be incorporated businesses with 
average receipts per plant of $94,000. Average re- 
ceipts per plant for unincorporated businesses were 
Shown at $41,000. Distributions of average receipts 
and operating expenses for incorporated and unincorpo- 
Tated businesses by revenue group size and province are 
printed in Tables 17 and 18.

General Summary 


This report deals with the business activities of 
power operated laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants. Plants are classified as power laundries if 
the greater part of their revenue is derived from laun- 
dry work or if the greater part of their revenue is de- 
rived from rental services, where it is evidenced that 
the plant does its own laundry of the items rented. 
Plants are classified as dry cleaners and dyers if the 
greater part of their revenue is derived from cleaning 
and dyeing. There are inconsistent variations from 
year to year for power laundries and dry cleaning and 
dyeing plants due to the method of classification; how- 
ever, the combined data for the two classifications do 
show consistent annual changes. 


It should be noted that comparable 1971 power 
laundry and dry cleaning data will not be available be- 
cause the program was not conducted for that year. For 
1971, limited data will be available ‘in the 1971 publi- 
cations of the Census of Merchandising and Services. 


There were a total of 2,643 power laundries, dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants operating in Canada in 1974, 
an increase of 4.4% over 1973. These plants generated 
$321.8 million in revenue, up 13.9% from the 1973 total 
of $282.4 million. 


The number of full-time employees as of the last 
complete week of September, or closest pay period, to- 
talled 22,811 for all establishments. The total number 
of part-time employees was estimated at 3,264. The es- 
timates of part-time employment are based upon the ratio 
of part-time to full-time employment in 1973, the only 
year in which statistics on part-time employment were 
collected. Total wages and salaries of both full-time 
and part-time employees were reported at $137.3 million, 
an increase of 11.2% over the 1973 figure of $123.4 
nillion. 


Laundry revenue increased from $61.2 million in 
1973 to $66.1 million in 1974. Of the total 1974 laun- 
iry revenue, 69.7% was generated by power laundries, 
vhile the remaining 30.3% was generated by dry cleaning 
nd dyeing plants. Dry cleaning receipts in 1974 to- 
-alled $155.6 million, an increase from the $136.9 mil- 
‘ion reported in 1973. Plants classified as dry clean- 
ng establishments reported 92.0% of the total 1974 dry 
‘leaning revenue, while the remaining 8.0% was generated 
Y power laundries. It should be noted that receipt 
ources by type of establishment vary substantially from 
rovince to province. 


The combined revenue from dry cleaning work per- 
ormed by power laundries and dry cleaning and dyeing 
lants using only one type of solvent (either synthetic 
r petroleum) was $142.5 million. Of the total revenue, 
104.4 million was reported by the 1,691 plants using 
ynthetic solvents while the remaining $38.1 million 
as reported by 606 plants using petroleum (Table 5A).

La méthode de 
classification entrafne des variations qui ne sont pas toujours 
cohérentes d'une année 3 l'autre pour les buanderies mécaniques 
d'une part et les établissements de nettoyage 4 sec et de tein- 
ture d'autre part; par contre, pour l'ensemble des données des 
deux classifications les variations annuelles sont tout a fait 
cohérentes. 


Il est 4 noter que des données correspondantes sur les 
buanderies mécaniques et le nettoyage 4 sec ne sont pas dispo- 
nibles pour 1971 car le programme n'a pas été exécuté pour 
cette année-la. Quelques données se rapportant a 1971 seront 
disponibles dans la publication de 1971 du recensement du com- 


merce et des services. 


En 1974, il y avait 2,643 blanchisseries mécaniques, éta- 
blissements de nettoyage 4 sec et teintureries en exploitation 
au Canada, soit 4.4 Z de plus qu'en 1973. Leurs recettes sont 
passées de $282.4 millions en 1973 4 $321.8 millions l'année 
suivante, une augmentation de 13.9 Z. 


On a dénombré 22,811 salariés 4 plein temps au cours de 
la derniére semaine compléte de septembre ou de la période de 
paye la plus proche dans tous les établissements. Le nombre 
total de salariés 4 temps partiel a été estimé A 3,264. Ces 
estimations se basent sur le rapport de l'emploi 4 plein temps 
et a temps partiel en 1973, seule année pendant laquelle ona 
recueilli des données sur l'emploi 4 temps partiel. Les trai- 
tements et les salaires de ces deux groupes de salariés sont 
passés de $123.4 millions en 1973 Aa $137.3 millions en 1974, 
une hausse de 11.2 Z. 


Les recettes du blanchissage sont passées de $61.2 mil- 
lions en 1973 4 $66.1 millions en 1974. Les buanderies mécani- 
ques ont réalisé 69.7 % du total des recettes de blanchissage 
en 1974 et les établissements de nettoyage 4 sec et de teintu- 
re, 30.3 2. En 1974, les recettes de nettoyage a sec se sont 
élevées a $155.6 millions contre $136.9 millions en 1973. Les 
établissements classés comme établissements de nettoyage a sec 
ont déclaré 92.0 Z des recettes totales provenant du nettoyage 
a sec, tandis que les buanderies mécaniques ont déclaré le res- 
te (8.0 Z). Il est a noter que la provenance des recettes par 
genre d’établissement varie considérablement d'une province 4 
l'autre. 

Les recettes combinées au titre du nettoyage 4 sec effec- 
tué dans les buanderies mécaniques, les établissements de netto- 
yage a sec et de teinture qui utilisent seulement un genre de 
solvant (synthétique ou a base de pétrole) se sont chiffrées 4 
$142.5 millions. De ce montant, les 1,691 établissements qui 
emploient un solvant synthétique en ont déclaré $104.4 millions 
et les 606 établissements qui utilisent l'autre type de solvant, 
$38.1 millions (tableau 5A).

Power Laundries 


The 348 power laundries operating in Canada during 
1974 reported total revenues of $151.0 million, up 13.8% 
from the $132.7 million reported in 1973 (Table 7). 
Average receipts per plant increased by 11.0% from 
$391,000 in 1973 to $434,000 in 1974. Based upon pop- 
ulation estimates, receipts per capita in 1974 were es- 
timated at $6.73, an increase of 12.0% over the 1973 
figure. 


Of the total 1974 receipts reported by power laun- 
dries, 60.0Z was generated from the provision of rental 
services, followed by laundry (24.8%) and dry cleaning 
services at 7.8%. Wholesale laundry and dry cleaning 
and all other services accounted for the remaining 7.4% 
of total operating receipts. 


In 1973, 124 plants, representing 36.6% of the 
total number of plants in Canada, had receipts in ex- 
cess of $200,000 and these plants were responsible for 
88.0% of the total revenue generated in Canada. In 
1974 there were 142 plants in this category, represent- 
ing 40.8% of the total number of plants in Canada and 
their receipts represented 90.0% of the Canada total. 


The number of paid employees as of the last week 
of September totalled 11,279 which included 10,573 full- 
time and 706 estimated part-time employees. Salaries 
and wages amounted to $65.7 million, an increase of 
11.1% over the 1973 figure. The average salary and 
Wage per paid employee in 1974 was calculated at $5,800. 


Salaries and wages in 1974 at $65.7 million re- 
mained the highest single item of expense for power 
laundries, amounting to 43.5% of total receipts, down 
Slightly from 44.6% in 1973. The cost of fuel and elec- 
tricity represented 3.8% of total revenue in 1974 up 
from 3.4% in 1973 while the cost of materials used drop- 
ped slightly from 5.5% of total revenue in 1973 to 5.42 
in 1974. Total expenses in 1974 amounted to $137.4 mil- 
lion or 91.0% of total revenue, as compared to 90.0% in 


i973. 


Average receipts for the 238 incorporated plants 
were calculated at $610,000 for 1974. Total operating 
expenses amounted to 91.3% of reported receipts which 
consisted of salaries and wages (43.7%), fuel and elec- 
tricity (3.7%), materials and supplies (5.2%) and all 
other operating expenses (38.7%). Unincorporated plants 
Showed average receipts per plant of $54,000 and oper- 
ating expenses as 83.4% of total receipts (Table 11). 


SECTION II 


Buanderies mécaniques 


Les 348 buanderies mécaniques en exploitation au Canada 
en 1974 ont déclaré des recettes totales de $151.0 millions, 
soit une hausse de 13.8 % par rapport 4 1973 ($132.7 millions) 
(tableau 7). Les recettes moyennes far établissement ont aug- 
menté de 11.0 2, passant de $391,000 en 1973 a $434,000 en 1974. 
Selon les estimations de la population, les recettes par per- 
sonne en 1974 se chiffraient 4 $6.73, soit ume progression de 
U2 ORL *suxr 1973. 


En 1974, 60.0 Z des recettes totales déclarées par les 
buanderies mécaniques provenaient de la prestation de services 
de location, 24.8 Z% de la blanchisserie et 7.8 % du nettoyage 
a sec. La blanchisserie et le nettoyage a sec effectués en 
gros et tous les autres services rendent compte du reste 


(7.42). 


En 1973, 124 établissements, représentant 36.6 Z% du nom- 
bre total d'établissements au Canada, ont réalisé des recettes 
supérieures 4 $200,000 et sont intervenus pour 88.0 Z% des recet- 
tes totales réalisées au Canada. En 1974, cette catégorie comp- 
tait 142 établissements, soit 40.8 Z du nombre total d'établis- 
sements au Canada, et leurs recettes représentaient 90.0 Z% du 
total canadien. 


Le nombre total de salariés rémunérés au cours de la der- 
niére semaine de septembre s'est établi 4 11,279, dont 10,573 
salariés a plein temps et 706 a temps partiel. Les traitements 
et salaires ont atteint $65.7 millions, une hausse de 11.1 2% par 
rapport a 1973. La rémunération moyenne par salarié en 1974 a 


été de $5,800. 


Les traitements et salaires en 1974 ($65.7 millions) sont 
demeurés le poste de dépense le plus important pour les buan- 
deries mécaniques; ils figuraient pour 43.5 % des recettes to- 
tales, une légére diminution par rapport 4 1973 (44.6 %). Le 
coat du combustible et de l'électricité représentait 3.8 % des 
recettes totales en 1974, soit une hausse par rapport aux 3.4 % 
de 1973, alors que le cott des matiéres utilisées est tombé de 
5.5 Z des recettes totales en 1973 a 5.4 Z en 1974. Les dépen- 
ses totales en 1974 se sont chiffrées a $137.4 millions, soit 


91.0 Z des recettes totales, contre 90.0 % en 1973. 


Les recettes moyennes des 238 entreprises constituées en 
corporations se sont établies 4 $610,000 en 1974. Les dépenses 
totales d'exploitation ont atteint 91.3 % des recettes déclarées: 
traitements et salaires 43.7 %, combustible et électricité 3.7 2%, 
matiéres et fournitures 5.2 % et toutes autres dépenses d'ex- 
ploitation 38.7 %. Les entreprises non constituées en corpo- 
rations affichent des recettes moyennes de $54,000 par établis- 
sement et des dépenses d'exploitation représentant 83.4 % des 
recettes totales (tableau 11).

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Dry Cleaning and Dyeing Plants 


The 2,295 dry cleaning and dyeing plants oper- 
ating in Canada in 1974 reported total receipts of 
$170.8 million, an increase of 14.0% from the $149.7 
million reported by the 2,193 plants operating in 1973. 


Receipts per plant averaged $74,000 in 1974, an in-

erease of 8.8% from 1973. Receipts per capita, based 


on population estimates, increased by 12.2% from $6.78 
in 1973 to $7.61 in 1974. 


The total number of plants 
in Canada increased by 4.7% over the one year period; 
the number of plants per 100,000 population increased 


py 3-02 to 10.2% in 1974. 


Dry cleaning continued to provide the main source 
of revenue, accounting for 81.7% of all revenues re- 
ported in 1974. Laundry receipts accounted for 11.42% 
of the total, wholesale laundry and dry cleaning for 
2.5Z, rental services for 1.1% and all other sources, 
including dyeing and storage, for 3.3%. There was a 
considerable degree of variation from province to prov- 
ince. 


In 1973, 329 plants, representing 15.0% of the 
total number of plants in Canada, had receipts in ex- 
cess of $100,000. These generated 44.8% of the indus- 
try's total revenue. In 1974 the number of plants in 
this receipt category increased to 415 or 18.1% of the 
total number of plants operating in Canada. These gene- 
rated 48.5% of the total revenue. 


Dry cleaning and dyeing plants reported 14,796 
employees as of the last complete week of September 
1974 and included 12,238 full-time and an estimated 
2,558 part-time employees. Salaries and wages totalled 
$71.6 million, an increase of 11.4% from the 1973 fig- 
ure. 


Salaries and wages were the largest single expense 
item, amounting to 41.9% of the 1974 total revenue, but 
were relatively lower than in 1973 when they constituted 
42.9% of total revenue (Table 14). The total cost of 
fuel and electricity represented 4.4% of total revenue, 
up from 4.3% in 1973, while the cost of materials and 
supplies used increased by 21.7% between the two years. 
All other expenses increased to 30.7% of total revenue 
in 1974 from 30.6% in 1973. Total expenses in 1974 
amounted to $151.2 million or 88.6% of total revenue, 
as compared to 88.72% in 1973. 


In 1974, 52.4% of all dry cleaning and dyeing 
plants were incorporated businesses with average receipts 
per plant of $103,000. Average receipts per plant for 
unincorporated businesses were $43,000. Distributions 
of average receipts and operating expenses for incorpo- 
rated and unincorporated businesses by revenue size 
group and province are printed in Tables 17 and 18.

INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents in tabular 
form the results of the 1975 survey on power 
laundries, dry cleaning and dyeing plants in 
Canada. 


The publication is divided into three 
parts. Section I contains information on the 
combined operations of power laundries and 
dry cleaning and dyeing plants; Section II 
presents statistics on power laundries and 
Section III presents statistics on the opera- 
tion of dry cleaning and dyeing plants. 


The historical tables in this publica- 
tion begin with the year 1972. Comparable 
data for 1971 are not available as the annual 
survey was not undertaken in that year. Lim- 
ited data are available from the 1971 Census 
(Catalogue 97-742). 


Definitions 


Power laundries are defined as estab- 
lishments whose major source of revenue is 
derived from laundry work. 


Establishments are classified as dry 
cleaning and dyeing plants if the greater 
portion of their revenue is derived from dry 
cleaning and dyeing. Excluded from the survey 
are dyeing plants doing work on a commercial 
or industrial scale for textile plants, etc. 


Survey Methodology 


Questionnaires were mailed during the 
first two weeks of March 1976. A maximum of 
three follow-up requests were sent to delin- 
quent firms and finally, missing information 
was sought by telephone. 


Completed forms were edited for accuracy 
and consistency according to pre-established 
edit specifications. Where information did 
not meet these specifications, the firm was 
contacted either by mail or telephone to 
clarify the situation. Imputation procedures 
based upon good reports were used for firms 
where only partial data were available.
